Railway. It is understood that a deputation 
from the Canada Pacific Railway had an inter- 
view today with Sir John MacDonald in relation 
to charter granted for the construction of cer- 
tain lines of railway in Manitoba by the local 
Legislature. They ask that the acts granting 
these powers be dissallowed. The enterprises 
which this would affect are the Southeastern 
Kaillway, to run fom Winnipeg to 
the boundary line; tae Emerson & Northwestern 
Railway, from Emersen to Portage Laprairie; 
and theo Winnipeg, to Duluth. They claim that 
these are rival lines to the Canadian Pacitic. 
Mr. Kk. A. C. Pew, the Manager of the Manitoba 
& Southwestern Railway, who is at present in the 
city en route for New York, states that 57 miles 
ot the road are now graded southwest of Win- 
nipeg. By the Ist of January next it is expected 
that trains will be running over this section, and 
that the entire road, 312 miles in length, with 
the Saurei coal fields as the objective 
point, will be completed. At Nebonville, 
or four piles further on, a large clevator is be- 
ing constructed, and lots to the value of $10,000 
bave becn sold in one week there.

CepAR Rapips, Ia., Oct. 25.—The case of the 
train-wreckers who ditched a Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids & Northern passengor train two weeks 
ago near Mt. Auburn, killing Engineer Wiil 
Hardy, of this city, has been worked up to quite 
a satisfactory point. The railway officiais at 
once procured the best detective talent Pink- 
erton could detail as soon as they discoy- 
ered that the wreck was the result of pre- 
meditated work, and started the investiga- 
tion. Mr. C. E. Stanley, of Chicago, the 
gentieman detaiied to take charge of the 
case, made Mt. Auburn, the station nearest 
the sceve of the wreck, his starting point, and 
THe TRIBUNE Cerrespondent, who today visited 
Vinton and various other places where any 
information concerning the wreck and the re- 
sult of the investigation couid,be bad, gathered 
the following facts: The boys’ names are Joe 
A. Phillips, aged about 4) years, and George 
Vredenburgh, aged 16. The former bad lived 
with a farmer named Packard, and was con- 
sidered a sort of a tramp before commencing 
work tor Packard. He bad worked for his em- 
ployer abuvut three months. The other boy was 
brought out from New York four years ago 
with several other boys from the New York 
Orpoans’ Home. He was adopted by a farmer 
named Sbicids, living about two miles from the 
railroad. The detective met Mr. Sbieids in the 
Mt. Auburn depot, and was asked if be knew who 
had charge of the case, Sbhicids saying that he 
wished to give his boy a chance to tell what be 
knew about it.

; CHARLESTON, 8. C., Oct. 24.—Gov. Bigelow, 
of Connecticut, with his staff, and the First 
Kegiment of Connecticut National Guards, 
and the Second Company of MGovernor’s 
Cruards of the same State, arrived here yes- 
terday from Yorktown, per special invita- 
tion. The people of Charleston, both civic 
and military, are wild with enthusiasm over 
their arrival, and are doing all in their power 
to make their stay pleasant and agreeable. 

Today there have been parades and enter- 
tainments given in honor of the visiting 

* Yanks” by the members of the local mili- 
tary organizations, and tonight a grand wel- 
coming meeting was held in the Academy of 
Music, at which the most patriotic senti- 
ments were expressed by old-time Rebs of the 
deepest hue. Indeed, the spirit of fraterni- 
zation prevailed to an unlooked-for extent. 

‘The Connecticut soldier-boys can be seen 
everywhere, being escorted by former Rebs, 
and the Yanks are wearing palmetto leaves 
fastened to their coats, while no Charlesto- 
hian looks happy unless he has a wooden nut- 
met fastened w his breast by a red ribbon. 

This is uo joke, but the real fact, as the Con- 
necticut boys, when starting from home, 
were furnished with several thousand wooden 
nutinegs with red-ribbon fastenings, to give 
away as mementoes of their visit to York- 
town, and they brought nearly half of them 
te this city. Tonight a speaker, in the exu- 
berance of his joy, declared that it would 
not surprise him if hereafter the palmetto’s 
only fruit would be wooden nutmegs. 

Said-a gray-haired old Charleston mer- 
chant tonight in the office of the Charleston 
lotel; “it dves seem to me that the Al- 
mighty had a purpose in what we have 
called a National calamity, though it seems 
hard that poor Garfield’s life had to be the 
cement to bind the North and South to- 
ether in ties of indissoluble brotherhood.

Sr."Lours, Mo., Oct. 26.—The Mississippi River 
Improvement Convention met at the Grand 
Opera- House at half-past ll o'clock. About 300 
delegates are present from all the States in the 
valley, anda considerable number of prominent 
gentlemen occupied seats for the especiaily in- 
vited guests. 

Michael McEnnis, President of the local Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and also President of the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange, calied the con- 
vention to order. George L. Wright, Secretary 
of the Executive Committee, then read the call 
for the conveation, after whick Mr. McEunis 


spoke as follows: 

As Chairman of the Executive Committee ap- 
pointed by the Merchaots’ Exchange of St, 
Louis, under whose autbority this call has been 
issued, it devolves upon me to call this conven- 
tion to order. The language ot the call sufli- 
ciently explains the objects and aims of the 
couvention. It is strauge that at this late day 
there should be a necessity tor calling the peo- 
pie of this valley together to urge upon Cen- 
gzress the duty and obligaGon to euact measures 
tor the improvement of the Mississippi and its 
navigable tributaries. The people of the United 
States are famous for their public spirit and 
enterprise. Every object invoiving the interest 
and bappiness of the people has received due 
attention, except alone the question that has 
brought us toeether—I mean the improvement 
of our great waterways. What causes this in- 
difference to a question 80 Vital to the prosperity 
of the people? Are we ignorant of their value 
or can we dispense with them?’ No; we have

DO NOT DANCE. 


The Presbyterian Synod of Erie De- 
cides that Dancing Is a Sin, and He 
fuses te Reinstate Donaldson—The Ap- 

liant Will Carry the Case inte the 

General Assembly.

Ertr, Pa., Oct. 24.—The consideration of 
the dancing case of Heber Donadslon was re- 
sumed before the Synod of Erie this morn- 
ing. David Lawson, Esq., a member of the 
Clarion bar, representing the Clarion Pres 
bytery, which had failed to sustain Mr. Don- 
aldson’s appeal from the decision of the ses- 
sion, Was the first speaker. In an eloquent 
and logieal address of about one hour Mr. 
Lawson presented clearly and _ forcibly 
his side of the question. In regard to Mr. 
Donaldson’s claim that his conscience 
did not accuse him of doing wrong 
when he danced, Mr. Lawson maintained 
that the conscience was not always a safe 
guide, that it sometimes needs enlighten- 
ment, and it becomes the duty of the synod 
tu decide whether it be right or wrong for 
Presbyterian Church members to dance in 
any manner. There must be, he claimed, 
uniform laws for church guidance, and now 
that the question of dancing had come up for 
the first time in the history of the Church, 
he hoped that such action would be taken as 
would settle it once for all. ~ The question of 
dancing was the most troublesome one to be 
disposed of by the Chureh, he thought, in 
Lhbatso many of the young members were 
addicted to the habit; yet nevertheless it 
becomes our bounden duty to act upon it, 
and, if wrong, to denounce it as unbeeom- 
ing a& Christian church member. Lf pro- 
miscuous dancing is wrong, he claimed 
that all dancing was wrong, for a line cannot 
be drawn between promiscuous and social 
dancing. The same company that would con- 
stitute a sucial dance in a private “parlor 
would become a prouiscuous dance in a pub- 
lic hall, hence there would be endless diffi- 
culty were an attempt made to institute a 
couiparison. 

Mr. Lawson claimed that Mr. Donaldson’s 
dancing was an offense agaMst the Church, 
according to the Book of Discipline, which 
says: * An offense is anything iu the princi- 
ple or practice of a church member which 

er . if itbendtin its own nature 
sinful, may tempt others to sin or mar their 
spiritual edification.”” He claimed that Mr. 

Donaldson may have been the means of lead- 

ing others to sin, and In that event he, Mr. 

Donaldson, commit n offense against the 

Chureh. 

** Dancing naturally s to idleness and 
dissipation,” said Mr. Lawson, “and from 
the social parry in a private house the course 
is steadity down, down, down into the deep- 
est depths of vice. All are fascinated in it 
who practice it, and many are frequently 
attracted from the prayer-meeting to the 
ball-room.,”’ 

The Presbyterian Church has freqnently 
condemned dancing, according to Mr. Law- 
son, who quoted reports of the General As- 
sembly of 1818, 1843, 1853, 1867, to be found 
in Mvoore’s “Presbyterian Digest,” from 
page 476 to page 475 inclusive, where dan- 
cing is emphatically condemned. 

Dancing, Mr. Lawson further contended, 
was calculated to bring discredit upon the 
Church: to belittle the Christian character, 
and a line of distinction must be drawn be- 
tween the “children of God and the children 
of man.” 

Mr. Lawson alsoread from “ Amusments,”’ 
a work by H. C. Haydn, D. D., pages 121, 122. 
123, and 124, extracts from remarks by Dr. 
Lyman Beecher, Dr. Palmer, of New Or- 
leans: Bishops Hovkins, of Vermont: Meade, 
of Virginia, and others, which denounce 
dancing in unmeasured terns. 

Mr. Lawson also urged that in no place 
does the Bible sanction dancing of both sexes 
together, as had been maintained by Mr. 
Donaldson. He wanted the Church to take a 
decided stand on this question now that it 
had come up. 

‘The speech of Mr. Lawson was followed by 
the hev. Dr. Leason in a half-hour’s address, 
also in behalf of the Presbytery, in which he 
censured Mr. Donaldson for his an 
= the bad influence his example would 
lave. 

Mr. Donaldson’s side of the case was then 
explained further by the Rev. D. T. Carna- 
han, pastor of the South Oil City Presby- 
terian Church. He maintained eloquently 
that Mr. Donaldson had been greatly 
wronged; that he had committed no sin, and 
had not been fairly dealt with by thesession 
of the Church. After a full discuSsion of 
the morality or immorality of dancing, he 
proceeded to give the authority of the Gen- 
eral Assembly on this question, citing 
various decisions of the Church courts to 
sustain the question. 

This concluded the speechmak ing. 

At the conclusion of the speeches in the 
Donaldson case, reasons were given by all 
ministers before a vote was taken explan- 
atory of each vote. Nearly ali condemned 
dancing, only a few maintaining that it was 
not a sinagainst Chureh law. Many thought 
the session had been too hasty and severe, 
and so voted to sustain the appeal. ‘The vote 
stood, for sustaining, 20; against, 73.

Making New Laws to Oppress the Peo- 
ple in Order to Secure His Own 


Safety. : 
Sr. Petersspune, Sept. 23.— Yesterday the 


Czar issued a ukase directing anew all the 
forces of the Empire to crush the revolu- 


tionists: 

To the Governing Senate: The last years of the 
glorious reigu of our father, the Sovereign and 
Emperor Alexander IL, now reposing in God. 
were darkened by a series of criminal attempts 
on the fundamental grounds of the State, and 
on the social order of our country. These auda- 
cious attempts, the work of a handful of secret 
muiefactors, plainly proved that the common 
laws created for the state of peace are inade- 
quate for the preservation of order and tranquil- 
lity, violated by deplorabie events of an extraor- 
dinary character. Therefore, at different times 
and for different piaces in the Empire, measures 
have been adopted rescinding the action of the 
common laws. The crime, witbout parallel in 
our history, that destroyed the precious life of 
our beloved tather, plainly shuwed the urgent 
need for granting extraordinary powers to the 
authorities charged with the duty of preserving 
public order. 

The fundamental principies of the great re- 
forms of the late reign and the regular and quiet 
action of its institutions under the common 
laws furnish a solid guarantee of the well-being 
and prosperity of our dear country. Yet it 
must be admitted that the lace deplorable events 
and the sedition in the State forced upon us 
the sad duty of adopting, for a_ time, 
some extraordinary measures in order to cs- 
tablish tranquillity and eradicate sedition. We 
took care that these soupnets and exceptonal 
measures should not do unnecessary barm to 
the legal interests of the ioyal population, who, 
undoubtedly, sincerely wish to euvgornss in the 
preservation of peace and order. e have or-

Christian Christensen, of Brooklyn, Briga- 
dier-General of the Fifth Brigade, N. G.S. N. 
Y., and manager of the banking-house of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., lives in a handsome 
brick house at President street and Eighth 
avenue, within gunshot of Prospect Park. The 
building is isolated, no neighbors dSeing with- 
in shouting distance; but thieves are not com- 
monin that part of Brooklyn, hence the 
household fell into the habit of leaving the 
front window open at night long after every 
member of the family, except the General’s 
eldest son, had retired.

The burglar, feeling an iron grip upon 
his coat collar, fell upon his knees upon the 
floor, and in tones of abject terror, and 
trembling from head to foot, pleaded for 
mercy. He confessed that he had come to 
steal, lured by the display of silverware in 
the dining-room, which he had seen from 
President street. Hunger had driven him, 
he said. He had a family of young children, 
and had never stolen before and would never 
do itagain. As the burglar spoke tears ran 
down his cheek. 

Young Christensen was moved, The 
household was asleep, and the police station 
more than a mile away. Apparently the 
burgiar’s tears and repentance were genu- 
ine.

Tue Tariff Convention which is called go 
meet in New York Nov. 29 and 50 is intended 
to consider “the injuriqus decisions of the 
Treasury Department and the courts, and 
the remedy thereof.’’ The allusions to Sec- 
retary Sherman’s righteous decision in the 
sugar cases is here made _ sufficiently 
plain. Happily the ex-Secretary is now 
in a position where he can de- 
fend his rulings more ably perhaps 
thanany of his accusers can attack them. 
Another object of the convention is said to 
be “the consideration of the policy of an 
early and progressive reduction of internal 
taxes by the General Government.” » Why ? 
These taxes are not the most oppressive 
now levied upon the people. They are eco- 
nomically the soundest and most defensible. 
The Government will have to be put on trial 
for the oifense of having too large a revenue, 
and on conviction sentenced to the loss of 
its two best taxes, paid my the consumers of 
tobacco and spirits, so that duties upon sta- 
ple commodities entering into general con- 
sumption may be maintained at the highest 
point of endurance.

BLAINE’S CONSTRUCTION OF THE MON- 
ROE DOCTRINE. 

Mr. Blaine’s note to the American Minis- 
ters abroad relative to the Interoceanic Ca- 
nal is worthy of careful attention. It is 
directed especially to’ the proposition recent- 
ly agitated that the European Powers silal! 
unite in guaranteeing the neutrality of the

regarded by our Government as an indica- 
hon of unfriendly feeling and in the nature 
ofan alliance against the United States. 

This protest is based upon two conditions— 
viz.: (1) By the treaty of 1546 between the 
Republic of New Granada (now the United 
States of Colomibia) and the United States, 
the latter agreed for certain considerations 
to guarantee the neutrality of any highway 
across the isthmus for the maintenance of 
free transit from sea to sea—a guarantee 
which*ias been enforced on more than one 
occasion and is still binding upon the A:mer- 
ican Government; and (2) because it is a 
duty the American Government owes itself 
to watch over any means of commercial com- 
munication between its two coasts in simple 
justice to itsown paramount interests. To 
strengthen the character of this formal pre- 
test, Secretary Blaine has added that the 
United States gives abundant evidence of its 
friendly feeling to foreign Powers by limit- 
ing its land and sea armaments, but that a 
united guarantee of neutrality over territory 
naturally protected by the United States in 
independence of foreign nations entered into 
by Powers which maintain great armies and 
navies would be something like a menace. 

it may be assumed that this protest will 
deter England, Germany, and other friendly 
Powers from entering into any combination 
to guarantee the neutrality of the De Les- 
seps canal, even if a proposition to * that 
effect should be made by France. Indeed, 
there is no reason to apprehend that France 
will move in that direction, since the French 
Government has represented from the very 
inception of the De Lesseps project that it 
had no intention of extending Government 
protection to the company which he organ- 
ized, but merely issued a charter to this as it 
would to any other enterprise of a com- 
mercial nature. It is true that under the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850 between 
the United States and (Great Britain it 
was agreed that neither of these two 
Governments will ever obtain or matin- 
tain for itself any exclusive control over any 
Ship-canal by way of the River San Juan, or 


assume dominion over Nicaragua and other 


ternitory in Central America, or avail itself 
of any privilege not conceded to the other 
two contracting parties. But it is claimed 
that this convention is not binding upon the 
United States, because Great Britain has 
broken it often, and notably in seizing the 
Mosquito coast im 1864 and establishing a 
protectorate over thatterritory. Nor would it 
seem that a treaty with Great Dritain in 1850 
of the terms described could deprive the 
United States of the right or release it from 
the duty of the guarantee of neutrality en- 
tered into by previous treaty with Colombi a. 

The situation is further complicated by the 
fact that Colombia and Nicaragua have since 
entered into similar arrangements with 
France and Great Britain, whereby these 
two nations are placed upon the footing of 
the most favored Nation, which is the United 
States, in consideration whereof these two 
uations have also undertaken to guarantee the 
perfect neutrality of the isthmus. It is this 
condition which makes Secretary Blaine’s 
protest timely and important. It may or may 
not be that international law, under the con- 
ditions described, will give France and Ureat 
Britain the same rights as the United States 
has aequired so far as Colombia is concerned : 
the fact that the treaty with the United States 
antedates the others may not assure to our 
Government the exclusive right to guarantee 
and enforce the neutrality of ap interoceanic 
eanal across the isthmus. But Mr. BI aine’s 
note points out another reason for asserting 
such a right—to-wit: that the chief interest in 
any means of communication connecting the 
two coasts of the United States rests 
with our Government, and he demands 
a recognition of this condition to the 
extent at least of non-interference. 

In the meaptume M. de Lesseps is proceed- 
ing with the construction of his canal under 


a French charter and with certain conces- | 


‘the pleasures of consumption. 


Railroad, secured the right of way, and is 
reported to be making considerable headway 
with the work. Secretary Blaine’s note in- 
dicates no purpose of interfering with this 
project. Indeed, the Secretary says: “The 
fact that the stock and franchises of the 
Panama Canal or the Panama Railroad are 
owned in Europe, either in whole or princi- 
pally, is no more a subject of complaint on 
the part of the United States than is the cir- 
eaumstance that the stock of its own great 
lines of railway is held largely abroad.”’ 
This is practically an abandonment of the 
strict construction of the *‘ Monroe doctrine”’ 
promulgated by President Mayes, who was 
inctined to take the position that nobody but 
Americans has the right to build a canal 
across the isthmus. Mr. Blaine says, in 
effect, that Frenchmen, or Germans, or any 
other people who have the capital and want 
to invest it may build canals or railways any- 
where, so far as the United States is con- 
cerned: but that their Governments must 
not undertake to assume quetsi-protectorate 
rights over any territory which they do not 
already control on this continent. That 
seems to be a practical, common-sense, and 
commendable view of the Monroe doctrine, 
and its enforcement will secure to the Amer- 
ican Government all the advantage whieh it 
was ever designed to assure by preventing 
further acquisition of territory and extension 
of power by European Governments un this 
side of the Atlantic. 

If Congress shal! not veto the position 
taken by Secretary Blaine nor endeavor to 
secure some pledge of non-interference by 
European Governments, the De Lesseps 
canal will be allowed to proceed to comple- 
tion, if the company’s money holds out, 
under the present auspices. but M. De Les- 
seps and his company cannot fee! a sense of 


absolute security so long as they can look- 


only'to the local Government of Colombia 
to protect their interests. As matters now 
stand, any attempt by France to assert con- 
tro] over the canal now or in the future would 
be disputed by the United States Govern- 
ment. Mr. Blaine’s note is really a notice to 
all European CGiovernments that the United 
States Government reserves the right to 
guarantee neutrality—that is, to compel all 
other nations to keep their hands off in case 
of complication. There is no doubt that the 
United States will vindicate this right when- 
ever occasion offers, even to the point ofa 
foreign war if that shall be necessary. It is 
probabie that no European nation will care 
to test the strength of the American people 
in defense of the principle of the Monroe 
doctrine. Under these conditions, the best 
thing M. de Lesseps can do is to reorganize 
under an American charter. Whether he 
shall take this view of the case or prefer to 
run the chanees of avoiding complications in 
the future, the American Government seems 
to have placed itself right, and is in a posi- 
tion to resist anything in the nature of for- 
eign encroachment upon American territory. 


DAVID DAVIS’ PATRONAGE. 

Judge David Davis, as President of the 
Senate, has very hittie patronage, but that 
little he proposes to bestow with care and 
discrimination. Hie has put one appoint- 
ment, but as it is one with which he is in 
heatty sympathy, whiche comports with his 
internal economy, and in the duties of which 
he may be said to be an expert, he is bound

erto the catering for the Senate has been bet- 
ter than that for the Llouse, and the Senate 
has enjoyed certain advantages: for instance, 
it can get its whisky as whisky and its wines 
as wines, while the Commoners have 
to inquire for tea and get their whisky 
m ane old china cup, which vulgari- 
ty of course its far from enhancing 
But though 
the Senate catering has been better than that 
of the Hlouse, it has been the frequent sub- 
ject of complaint, and no man probably has 
complained louder or longer than David 
Davis of the deficiencies in that line of Sena- 
torial stimulus and nourishment which he 
regards with such epigastric tenderness and 
abdominal anxiety. Probably he has many 
a time inwardly cursed at thin soups, tough 
steaks and chops, flabby roasts, oleomarga- 
rine butter, patent cheeses, and watery 
wines, not dreaming that in the Fata Mor- 
gana of the near future he was looming up 
as the autocrat of the restaurant, with ample 
power to redress his wrongs and establish 
reforms. Fortunately, from his Independent 
position, Judge Davis is not beholden to the 
spoils system, and is not obliged to assign 
the position from any political pressure. 
Ile is going to have the best man 
who can be found, and he is to be sole judge 
of qualifications, and where a better one? 
He is going to have good’ living or nothing, 
and he knows what good living means. Con- 
sequently, applicants will have to submit tes- 
timonials of their ability to him; not only 
this, but bills of fare with prices attached: 
and, of course, samples of their sisill in cook- 
ery. of which he will be the judge. And 
what a judge he will be! With what zest he 
will enter upon the work of reform! With 
what celerity he will sample and decide! 
How delicately the scales will poise between 
this and that menu, and yet how unerring his 
judgment will be! In no.other branch of 
the Government can patronage be bestowed 
with such absolute fairness, honesty, dis- 
crimination, and good taste. The nicest aad- 
justment of the civil service must fail to fill 
a place with such unerring accuracy as 
Judge Davis will display in getting the right 
man for the only office in his gift. 

There are two fortunate auxiliaries which 
will aid Judge Davis in making his choice. 
One of these is his personal fitness. No lean 
man could be trusted, for the very fact of 
leanness argues ignorance of good feeding, 
and would disqualify him. The man who 
has aceumulated flesh, who has well-eovered 
ribs, and whose tense and swelling sphere 
shows a weli-lined interior can alone judge 
of the merits of good eating. Such aman 
can be trusted, and, though the average ab- 


dominal protuberance of the Senate may not’ 


approximate so closely to the dome of the 
Capitol as the Judge’s, there can be no ques- 
tion that there will be an improvement dur- 
ing the Judge's administration, and that as 
soon as his choice is made an era of 
good feeling, quiet content, and stately 


joviality will pervade the Senate Cham-- 


ber, and that the dyspeptic acidity of 
the East, the agueish moroseness of the 
West, and the lank and hungry belligerence 
of the South will blend into a common suavi- 
ty and urbanity upon the basis of generous 
feeding and a faultless menu. The other 
fortunate contingency in making this ap- 
pointment is its non-political complexion. If 
it were political. Judge Davis,as an Inde- 
pendent, could not straddle it. Whichever 
way he moved he must give offense either to 
the Republican or the Democratic side. But 
he fs free as air. He will be untroubled by 
suggestion or menace. His appointment will 
not entail prejudice or jealousy. It will not 
involve hostility or injustice to any section. 
No question of availability will be raised. 
The most ebnoxious Stalwart will vie with 
the most implacable Bourbon in commend- 
ing the choice, and the whole Senate wili for 
once be a unit upon the wisdom of its pre- 
siding officer. Jt is small progress, perhaps, 
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that he will be watched not alone with the 


eagle eye of Judge Davis, but by an abdom- 


inal area that will instantly detect the slight- 


est flaw in restauration. 
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CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM IN CHICAGO. 

The Citizens’ Association of Chieago is to 
be commended for its good resoluuons. At 
its annual meeting it resolved “That steps 
be taken [by this association! to put in oper- 
ation in our city and county civil service the 
salutary principles of civil-service reform.” 
‘he proposer of the resolution, Mr. George 


| F. Harding, rather broadly insinuated that 
there had been an abundance of resolutions ® 


by both the National political parties on the 
subject of civil-service reform, and much 
“talk” by “four Presidents” in praise 
thereof, hut that very little real reform had 
come ofitall. He “knew no better place to 
inaugurate the principles of civil-service 
reform than in Chicago, and no better 
way to go abont it than iIn_ the 
manner indicated—lopping off useless 
oflices created for political hangers-on, 
and devoting the savings thus made to sani- 
tary natters and the improvement of the 
city.” Myr. Harding’s resolution is an excel- 
lent one, and it is to be hoped that it will not 
prove a mere brutum fulmen. We suggest, 
however, to the association that. the resolu- 
tion will not exeeute itself any more than 
the resolutions on the same subject adopted 
by political parties. In concluding his elo- 
quent, Vigorous speech in support of the 
resolution Mr. Harding remarked that ‘if 
there was anything more practical and less 
theoretical than that he would like some- 
body to tell him what it was.” 

If Mr. Harding intended to say that his 
resolution was practical, it must be remarked 
that that depends entirely upon the future 
action or non-action of the association. If 
the association shall content itself with this 
mere expression of opinion, it will become 
a subject for the sneers of the enemies of 
civil-service reform, as the resolutions of 
political parties are now the subject of 
sneers at the hands of the friends of civil- 
service reform. The adoption of Mr. Hard- 
ing’s resolution by a body of substantia! citi- 
zens devolves upon them a serious duty. 
Fhe resolution is a theory, and nothing 
more, and the mere fact that it is put forth 
in good faith by an association which has in 
the past done exeellent service in the cause 
of local govermental reform will have very 
little weight—no more weight than similar 
resolutions put forth by political parties. 
The resolution itself must be supplemented 
by “‘steps taken by the association.” And 
these steps ean only be taken in the field of 
practical polities, 

If the Citizens’ Association desires to see 
its resolution earried into effect it must 
(1) agitate the subject in the press and in pub- 
lic assemblages, and (2) secure the election of 
representatives of the .reform idea t@ the 
State Assembly, the Board of County Com- 
missioners, and the City Coun. The main 
difliculty eneountered by those who have 
urged civil-service reform in the National 
Administration is the fact that there is no 
law forit. So far, reform has been depend- 
ent solely npon the will of the President, and 
the Executive has been restraimed in his ef- 
forts in that direction by the fact that 


. public sentiment in favor of reform has n 


been strong cnough to secure the passage of 
alawon the subject. Considering the fact 
that the subject of civil-service reform has 
been agitated for years without producing 
enough effect upon Congress to induce even 
aserious discussion thereof with a view to 
legislation, itis not surprising that Presi- 
dents have been reluctant te push the theory 
to an extreme of practice. 

The Citizens’ Association shoula profit by 
the expe rience of civil-service reformers*who 
have confined their efforts chiefly to the Ex- 
ecutive and almost Avholly neglected Con- 
gress. It will waste its time in seeking to 
impress upon the Mayor, for instance, the 
propriety of disregarding all other claims 
than fitness inthe making of appointments 
to the city civil service. Mr. Harrison may, 
indeed, assent to every proposition of the as- 
sociation and insist that he is devoted to the 
theory of a reformed civil service, but when 
he makes an appointment or a removal it 
will be on political, not civil-service reform, 
grounds, as in the case of Mr. Waller and 
and others. But if. the association can pio- 
cufe the adoption of legislation embodying 
the principle it lays down in its resolution, 
Mr. Harrison’s political cudgel will be taken 
from his official hand. 

Any attempt to reform the civil service, 
whether of the National, State, county, or 
city administration, will prove a mere tem- 
porary expedient unless based upon law. If 
the Citizens’ Association means what it says 
in its civil-seryice reform resolution, and if 
it proceeds intelligently to work out its the- 
ory, it will agitate and labor for legislation 
whose aim will be to put the civil service 
of the cities and counties of the State ona 
basis of merit, skill, and fitness. 
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THE HAWAIIAN TREATY—WHY IT SHOULD 
BE REPEALED. 

Some years ago, in 1877, the United States 
were literally seduced by California into 
making a treaty of reciprocity witli the King- 
dom of Hawaii, or the so-called Kingdom of 
the Sandwich Islands. ‘This treaty was by 
its terms to run seven years, and will expire 
in 1884. Under this treaty the productions 
of either country were permitted to be im- 
ported into the other free of duty. We ex- 
port hardly anything to the islands, but there 


is imported into this country therefrom sugar 


and rice in large quantities. The Califor- 
niansand the people of the other Pacific 
States were very clamorous for this treaty, 
they having the expectation that it woulda 
secure them cheap sugar, an article which 
was previously denied them because of the 
heavy freight charges placed thereon by the 
Pacific railways. The sugar from the Sand- 
wich Isiands was then selling at a few cents 
per pound, and if imported free of duty into 
California the expectation was that the peo- 
ple on the Pacific coast would have sugar at 
even less cost than the people on the Atlantic 
coast. ‘The result shows how vain was this 
expectation, and how custly the experience 
of both the Government and the people. 

Last year there were 80,000,000 pounds or 
40,000 tons of sugar imported from the Sand- 
wich Islands into California. This was ad- 
mitted free of duty, the exemption of duty 
equaling $2,500,000, or so much revenne lost 
to the Government. This crude sugar is re- 
ceived by the two refineries in California, 
they having the same interest, and they could 
well afford to sell the sugar at much less 
than it,could be sold for at the East. The 
duties paid on the Atlantic and not paid on 


| the Pacific equal five cents per pound of re- 


fined sugar. The Pacific refineries are there- 
fore in a position to sell their sugar at that 
much less per pound than the refineries on 
the eastern coast. But the people of the Pa- 
cific States do not share any of the benefits 
of this arrangement. Refined sugars in Cal- 
ifornia are protected by the long distance 
from New York to California. The prices 
demanded for it by the San Francisco re- 
fineries are the prices of New York, with the 
cost of transportation added. The cost of 
transportation was for along time one cent 
per pound, or $20 per ton, that being the pro- 
tection afforded by the long ¢tistance, and this 
ohne cent per pound was added to the price 
in California with religious fidelity. 

Even under this enormous cost of trans- 
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from New York to that place, but this has 


been now suppressed by an arrangement be- 
tween the refiners of San Francisco and the 
Pacifie railways. This arrangement is that 
the railroads have doubled the rateof freight 
on svear, from 820 to $40 per ton, which 
effectually prohibits any sugar. being sent 
from the East to California; in eonsideration 
of this the refiners pay the railroad company 
$100,000 a year on 2,500 tons not carried by 
the road. 

The sugar refined on the Pacific coast 
annually equals 40,000,000 pounds, and by 
this arrangement with the railways the re- 
finers are now able to add two cents per 
pound to all the sugar they sell, or $800,000 
clear bounty, and for which they pay the 
railroads only $100,000 in lieu of the freights 
they would have received for the transporta- 
tion of sugar. 

Among the other articles admitted from 
the Sandwich Islands free of dutyvis rice. 
So soon as the treaty was ratified the islands 
were promptly supplied with Chinese coo- 
lies, who perform all the labor. The food of 
the Chinese is largely, is not mainly, rice. 
In order to secure good prices for the native 
rice, the Islanders begun and maintain an 
importation of rice from China to feed these 
Chinese coolies, while all the rice grown in 
the islands, with perhaps a liberal addition 
of that from China, is sent to this country, 
where it is admitted free of duty. The loss 
of revenue on this rice is estimated in San 
Francisco at 3500,000 a year. In the mean- 


time this rice is sold to consumers in this, 


country at the full price paid for all other 
rice on which the duty is paid. 

This is the actual outcome of the treaty 
which was supposed to be reciprocal, and 
from which the people residing on the Pacific 
coast expecied such profits and Advantages, 
In the matter of sugar the people of Cali- 
fornia now pay more for their sugar than 
they would pay if the treaty had never 
been made; the Government loses about 
#5,000,000 in revenue on sugar and rice, and 
the refiners by their corrupt arrangement 
with the Pacific railroads are enabled to 
plunder the consumers of sugar to the ex- 
tent of $800,000 a year withouta pretense of 
consideration. 

We think there can hardly be two opinions 
as to the mistake made in this treaty, and as 
to the total failure of all the benefits ex- 
pected from it. It has become an outrage 
and an enormous tax upon the people who 
expected great beneficial results from it. 
This treaty will expire by limitation in 1884, 
but so notorious and evident are its injuries, 
Congress might well interpose its authority, 
and by directing that the proper notice be 
given it may be terminateda year hence. At 
present the treaty serves no purpose except 
to make fraud and rascality profitable. 


Tue Hon. S. A. Hurlbut, Minister to Peru, 
evidently believes in ‘‘a spirited foreign pol- 
icy.’ Very soon after landing at Lima he 
recognized his obligation to find the Govern- 
ment he had been accredited to, and insti- 
tuted a search for it with the powerful bi- 
nocular telescope he had taken along for the 
purpose, but withoutsuccess. The Pernvian 
Government was not receiving callers. Mr. 
Hurloput rebuked this discourtesy in fitting 
terms by first crushing the Pierola Govern- 
ment ina note to its Secretary of State, in 
which this playful language was employed: 


You are mistaken when you say the Chilians 
sympathize with the Caidecron Government. No 
such thing. it desires peace in common with 
the whole country, but it will not sacrifiee the 
national honor, nor will it cede territory in order 
to obtain it. 


“No such thing” is anew phrase in 
diplowacy: its use in the giving of the lie 
direct has never been so well exhibited as by 
Mr. Iluribut. But the diplomacy of the 
American Minister did not stop here. The 
same note which extinguished Pierola vir- 
tually recognized Calderon; and the Chi lian 
Government, not to be behindhand in so 
good a work, promptly repudiated Calderon 
and suppressed all Governments in Peru ex- 
cept municipal bodies. Minister Hurlbut 
has protested against this proceeding, in the 
name ofthe United States; but unless the 
Government at Washington is prepared to 
engage ina war with a puny Republic in 
South America it does not appear that Min- 
ister Iluribut can do anything more. He 
has already used language which in 
Europe could only be justified by an inten- 
tion to declare war in a certain contingency. 
While he may have acted up to his instrue- 
tions, it may be prudent for him tu remem- 
ber thata new Administration has come in, 
and his policy may not be supported at 
home so cordially as it would once have 
been. 
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Mr. BookKWALTER, the disastrous defeat of 
whose barrel in Ohio occurred so short a time 
ago that the matter is still fresh in the public 
mind, is determined to imitate Banguo'’s ghost, 
so far as not being kept down is concerned. 
Among other things connected with Mr. Book- 
walter’s expensive but highly unsuccessful 
campaign was a literary bureau—sometbing in- 
vented in 1816 by Mr. Samuel J. Tilden, who also 
made the barrel such a prominent feature in 
political campaigns. Although the fight for the 
Governorsip of Obio is over, and the dead and 
wounded have been removed from the fleid, 
the Bookwalter Literary Bureau continues 
in full blast, and has just made an in- 
teresting aunouncement, which is that Book- 
walter is not going to retire from poli- 
tics, aS many peuple supposed. It seems 
that haying had a taste of campaign 
glory, and paid well for the same, Mr. Bookwalter 
intends hereafter to take an active interest in 
the affairs ot the Democratic party in Onio, and 
that just now he is keeping a very sharp eye on 
sundry Democratic persons who, during the 
recent campaign, dispiayed a ilukewarmness 
that perhaps contributed in some measure to 
the overwhelming success of the Republicans. 
The principal objects of Mr. Bookwalter’s wrath 
are Mr. John G. Thompsen and Mr. John H. 
Putnam. When next they arein any pet polit- 
ical scheme, the literary bureau announces, the 
money and brains of Bookwalter will be poured 
out unstiotingly to defcat them. Mr. Book- 
walter, it is intimated, will never again be a 
candidate for office, but he will keep his toma- 
hawk ina state of perpetual keenness, and his 
hunt for scalps will be active and unremitting.

But we fail 
to see why there should be any repugnance 
to allow England or France to join in the 
guarantee, and why it should be contended 
that efficaciously perfect neutrality was pro- 
vided by the treaty with Colombia. Blaine’s 
assumption that the American possessions on 
the Pacific coast would supply the larger 
part of the traffic which would seek the ad- 
vantage of the canal is very questionable.

AT ALL EVENTS,

A TENEMENT HORROR, 
PERILOUS POSITION OF A FAMILY—A SUD- 

DEN FIRE DRIVES THEM FROM THE WILN- 

DOWS. 

New York, Oct. %,—A fire this morning 
ina West Sixteenth street tenement-house 
shows the difficulties surrou@ding tenement 
life. A three-story tenement, built ina court, 
surrounded by six-story brick’ tenements, 
and not ten teet from either, packed with 
poor people. J. Parkerson, wife, daughter 
Annie, aged 9%, and Queenie, the baby, 
lived on the third floor. The oniy way to get 
up or down to the third floor was by wooden 
stairs outside the house. While the Parker- 
sons were in bed at 6 a. m. the house got fire 
by drunken inmates of thé lower floor up- 
setting alamp. When the Parkersons were 
awakened by the smoke the whole lower 
part of the house was destroyed, the outside 
Stairway burned down, and there were no 
ineans of escape except through a window 
down into the narrow space between the 
burning house and the tall tenement ad- 
joining, 

THE WALLS OF WHICH WERE RED HOT 
and the pavemeut below covered with em- 
bers Parkerson threw two bed-ticks down to 
break the fall, and before they could burn up 
dropped his wife down, then his daughter 
Annie, and then took the baby in his arms 
and hung out of the window preparing to 
drop with it. The window-sil) burned off 
and he fell, striking his head against the 
l.ot brick wall opposit with such force as to 
knock him senseless. Ihe baby fell, struck 
her head against the same wall, fractured 
her skull, and had her cheek burned off 
against the hot bricks. When Parker- 
son and the baby reached the bed-ticks 
the ticks were on fire, and,both being uncon- 
scious, Mrs. Parkerson and danghter Annie 
had to dtag them out through the narrow 
alley filled with burning wood, and when 
they reached the street ail tour were aflame, 
their clothes having ignited, and the mother 
and daughter became unconscious from ex- 
haustion.

ANTI-MONOPOLY. 
A LARGELY-ATTENDED MEETING AT 
COOPER UNION INSTITUTE. 

NEw York, Oct. 26.—The anti-monopoly 
mass-meeting at the Cooper Union Institute 
was largely attended. Peter Cooper pre- 
sided, and said that if the principles of the 
league were carried out they would do 
more to insure the happiness and prosperity 
of the people than has ever been accom- 
plished before. A resolution was adopted 
declaring that the public welfare and public 
safety demands the following specific meas- 
ures of relief: Laws compelling trans- 
portation companies to base .~ their 
charges upon the cost and risk of 
service, with fair profit added, 
instead of the new theory, what the traftic 
will bear; laws to prohibit the establisnment, 
through construction companies or other de- 
vices, of fictitious cost. for works of a public 
nature; prohibiting unjust discriminations 
against both citizens and localities: railroad 
conunissions, State and National, with ade- 
quate powers to see these laws are enforced ; 
amendments to our bribery laws that wil 
zive immunity to persons who accept bribes 
for the purpose of expos bribery; and 
amendments to our election laws which will 
make our primary elections something more 
than a farce: a liberal policy towards our 
canals, which during the season of naviga- 
tion are potent in preventing exorbitant 
charges by railroads.

SPANISH BOURBONS. 


King Alfonso and His First Wife, 
Mercedes—The Ex-Queen Isabella 
and Mer Musband. 

An Ameriaan Consul in Svein; in the New York Hour. 
‘During a stay of twenty-five years in 
Europe [ had the guvod fortune, through pe- 
culiar circumstances, to know many mem- 
bers of the Spanish Bourbon - family, in- 
cluding King Alfonso, his mother, ex-Queen 
Isabella, and grandmother, Queen Christina. 
The newspaper correspondents rivalled each 
other in inventing stories of Alfonso’s 
courtship and marriage with the Princess 
Mercedes. Residents of Madrid at the 
time used to smile at the enthusiastic ac- 
counts of the doingsof the betrothed couple; 
their almost plebeian love, which threatened 
to break asunder the etiquet of royalty and 
culminate in a Gretna Green romance. All 
these pretty love stories were inventions. 
The King had never met his bride but 
twice before he made her his wife. 
When his mother left Santander in 
Is6s Co and = fled §=into§=© France—taking 
with her own jewels and those of the State, 
her family and her lover, Marfori—young 
Alfonso, then abeut 10 years oid, was sent 
tu school at Vienna. His vacations were 
passed in Paris at his mother’s house, where 
he was to be found when not learning the 
vices of Paris in company with his governor, ' 
the Duke of Sexto, whose reputation for gal- 
lantry is only equaled by that of the famous 

Duke of Orleans. 

The lovely and virtuous Mercedes entered 
the palace of Madrid to become a wartyr. 
The young King reigned, while the Duke of 
Sexto, Grand Chamberlain of the Court, gov 
erned. This famous nobleman is about ¥ 
years old, but when freshly painted, per- 
fumed, and dressed might pass for 40. He 
short in stature, wears black whiskers, 
is very courtly, and glories in his 
reputation of a Lovelace. The Duchess 
of Alba, sister of the Empress Eugénie, was 
his passion, and when she died at Paris he 
went into deep mourning. The Empres 
after that, thought it was time he shoul 
take a wife, and she married him to the 
widow of the Duc de Morny, mother of sev- 
eral children, and the possessor of many 
millions, which the Duke, her husband, had 
lett her. The fall of the Empire broke up 
the Court circle at Paris, 

Due de Sexto returned to Madrid with his 

family, where the proclamation of Alfonso 

placed him on duty at the palace, and where 
he and his aunt have since governed in all 
family matiers. He was sent to Seville as 
envoy to ask the hand of Mercedes. It was 
he who sat at the left of the boy-King when 
they drove to the * Casa di Campo” to take 
the air and to seek for gailant adventures, 
which the Duke made no secret of preparing 
for himself and pupil. Out of these gullantries 

a = circumstances whieh gave the 

autiful Mercedes the fever which so 
quickly ended her days. The “grandes 
dames” of the court were only too glad to 
insinuate to her the infidelity of Alfonso, 
and she soon verified their reports. Domes- 
tic scenes, excuses, and vituperations, such 
as characterize mortals in everyday life, en- 
sued. It is said that the royal couple went 
so far as to throw boots at one another. The 
inoment was unpropitious with the noble 
and virtuous Mercedes. She took to her bed 
and never rose again. 

Alfonso is disfigured with a scrofulous 
scar on his neck. He is short, has large blue 
eyes, like his mother, an immense foot and 
hand, and when he walks he has more the 
waddling movement of a duck than of 
royal god. This peculiar gait is also pos 
sessed by his mother, ex-Queen Isabella, 
who, when she descends from her carriage 
in the Champs Elysée, creates a sensation. 
When once under way the passage must be 
wide, for, beside heryown person weighing 300 
pounds, she has her little chamberlain, 
Casani, anda maid of honor. Her waddling 
movement has given rise to the story that 
she is web-footed. Her voice is sometimes 
sharp and squeaky, and at others descends 
io a bass, according to humor or caprice. 
Her lips are thick and sensual, and harmon- 
ize with the expression of her large blue 
eyes, Which resemble those of an English- 
man steeped in beer. 

Isabella’s favorit at the time of her leaving 
Spain was an employé of the Ministry, by 
namne Marfori. She lavished a fortune upon 
him; but, unfortunately for both, he wasam- 
bitious of public honors, and she made him 
Governor of Madrid. This act broke 
camel's back, and culminated the scandals 
which caused her fall. But, faithful to her 
love, she took the new Governor with her to 
Paris. In her childhood, during the strug- 
gle of “Carlistos and Cristinos,” called the 
Seven Years’ War, she was spoken of 
as *“ Inocente Isabeli.” She is described as 
having been a round, precocious and vo 
luptuous blue-eyed beauty. Her mother was 
a young Neapolitan Princess, the King’s 
fourth wife, and his @wn neice. Appointed 
Regent of Spain durifigg the minority of her 
daughter, Queen Ch a was as happy as 
a Queen could be. At this vicious Court, 
governed by ‘an immoral and ambitious 
young widow, Isabella received little or no 
education and had constantly before her eyes 
the most demoralizing example. Her 
mother was at this time secretly married 
to one af the body-guard—a tall, common 
peasant, by name Munoz, who, during the 
life of the King, already enjoyed her favors. 
This man she afterward publicly married. 
He died but a few years ago at Paris, ripe in 
years, rich in purse, with the title of Duke 
of Rienzares, and covered with honors and 
decorations. 

The handsome and young Ft Queen Isa- 
bella, after her mother had decam to 
France, had to be married. Louis Philippe 
was so unkind as to impose upon the least 
desirable husband that a young bux- 
om lass «+ could fancy—namely: her 
own cousin, Don Francisco di Asis. He 
was asmali, puny youth, with a voice like 
that of a girl. Isabella's only sister was war- 
ried at the same time to the youngest son of 
Louis Philippe, the Duke of Montpensier, 
father of Mercedes and the Countess of Paris. 
It was supposed by the French King 
from Isabelia’s union with her effeminate 
cousin no issue would be possible, and that 
the crown would pass into the family of his 
son, but she gave birth to many children, of 
which four are living, Alfonso and three 
sisters. . 

In the great Palace of Madrid the K has 
his establishments and the Queen hers. They 
can be always separate if they so agree, only 
meeting upon State vccasions. When a 
prince or princess is born within the walls of 
this immense white marble barrack there is 
a traditional ceremony which is ve ; inter- 
esting in its detail. The Ministers of State, 
the doctors and grandees, and, above 
all, the father must be nt 
witness the advent to light of the 
new-born. The father then, assisted 
by nurses and doctors, places the infant 
upon a silver salver, and, hoiding his char 
in front of him, makes acircuit of the admir- 
ing assistants, exhibiting the child and ac- 
knowledging it as his. n Francisco inva- 
riably took the opportunity of the approach- 
ing accouchement of Isabella to absent him- 
self in the country under preteuse of a shoot- 
ing expedition. Messengers used to come 
from the palace to call the truant husband 
home, but all in vain, until bribery,

He has little or 
but is such a good purveyor of 
pleasure for his Majesty that nobody and no 
circumstance have ever separated them, 
Now, in this royal “ménage” there reigns a 
queen; her kingdom, however, is limited, 
and includes simply the house itself. Dogs, 
cats, and monkeys are her fancy, and one 
servant is assigned to their special care. 
She is a Frenchwoman, speaks Spanish, 
and her origin is as much a mystery as 
that of Meneces himself, who passes as 
her husband. Visitors to the royal house 
are introduced to heras Blanche, otherwise 
the Duchesse de Baiws. She rarely joins in 
conversation, and listens meekly to the 
wisdom of the King. She is careful to see 
that the most extravagant desire of the — 
ter be satisfi and is unquestionably the 
“power behind the throne.” She visits no- 
pode. nobody visits her; but she sits stately 
in King’s landau, and drives the best 
horses that money can buy in England. She 
is generally accewpanied by the two 
acolytes, Don Francisco and Don Antonio. |

What Bees Accomplish. 
Good Words. 

By far the most serious difficulty in the proc- 
ese of boney-coliecting by bees urises from the 
extremely minute quantity of nectar which each 
tiower yields, and from its being dilute—in some 
cases 80 poor in sacchariuve matter that its sweet- 
ness is pot appreciabie to the tongue. The 
strength of the sugary fluid varies in different 
tlowers, and even in the same flower at different 
times. Conseyuently the most direct way of es- 
timating the yield ot honey is to ascertain the 
actual quantity of sugar in each tiower. This 
can easily be done by chemical methods. If we 
take a large number of flowers, wash out their 
nectar, and determine the sugar iu the solution, 
we can caiculate frum the number of thowers 
used the average amount of sugar in each flower 
with the greatest precision. 

Experiments conducted in — way showed 
eacb flower of the fuchsia to confain little more 
than the tenth part of a grain of sugar. In 
monkshood the amvuunt was rather less than the 
tenth of a grain, while in the everlasting pea it 
was found to be tbhree-twentieths of a grain for 
each flower. Inswaller flowers the quantity is 

roportionately less. Thus each flower of the 

ittie naturalized American water-blink onty 

contains six-bundredths of a grain, and in those 
minute towers which grow together in compact 
masses the amount was stillsmalier. A raceme, 
consisting of tweuty flowers of the vetch, only 
yielded fve-bundrecths of a grain, or little over 
one five-bundredth for eacb floret. One head of 
common red clover gave a little over one-tenth 
ofagrain (exactly .124). Now eacd bead of 
clover contains about sixty distinct flower tubes, 
each of which must therefore have a portion 
of sugar pot exceeding the ooe five-bundredth 
part of a g».u. The proboscis of the bee 
must consequently be inserted into 500 clover 
tubes before one grain of sugar can be ob 
tained. There are 7,000 grains in a pound, so 
that forevery pound of sugar procured in this 
way 3500,000 flower tubes must be emptied. 
Honey, however, only.cuntains three-fourths of 
its weight of dry sugar; 80 (bat every pound of 
honey is equivalcnt to more than 2,500,000 
clover tubes sucked by bees! 

This shows what an amazing amount of labor 
they must perform. Their industry would ap- 

ar to be indispensabic to their very existence. 

ese amounts ulso reveal to what an extent the 
visitation of tlowers must go on in the insect 
world, and help us to understand how it is that 
flowers are so depeudent on insects for fertiliza- 
tion, so that we can well believe the forms of 
flowers to have been determined in reference to 
the insects frequenting them, and that the colors 
of the petals may serve to attract insects by 
way of advertisement, as colored bills at- 
tract the exes of busy wen. This view of 
the use of color and odor in flowers may seem 
to smack too much of trade and commerce, 
nevertheless it is the view to which science bow 
gives undivided support. We have been so long 
accustomed to look on the beauty of the floral 
world as if it were exciusively for man's grati- 
fica that it is dificult for us to believe that 
the delicately perfumed and showy petals of the 
rose or hly should te primarily intended for the 
benefit at the plant possessing them. But it 
an be remembered that cuch organism lives 
sc8s 
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for itself, has ite own laws, and does not 
any organ which is exclusively for 
vantage of another.

The Passenger War. 

New , York, Oct. 26.—The Times tomorrow 
moruing will say: “Affairs took a turn yester- 
day in the railroad passenger-rate war that lends 
new interest.to the fight. Atalate hour yes- 
terday the key to the great struggle that seems 
very likely to ensue was explained to the Times 
reporter at the Grand Central depot. It was in 
the shape of a new set of rates which will be 
adopted by the New York Central & Hudson 
River Railroad today, \as follows: Boston to 
Chicago, via New York, $15; Boston to Chicago, 
via Albany, $9.10: New York to Chicago, $9.25. 
The rates of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & 
Ohio from New York to Chicago are $14, and 
from Boston $15. The New York Central 
yesterday afternoon sold tickets from 
New York to Ohicago for $9.5. # By 
the new rates. of the Central the 
scalpers willhave no opportunity to buy Cbli- 
cago tickets in Boston and sell them for less 
thav New York tickets cau be bought. An olfi- 
cialexplnining said: * From this time on the 
Vanderbilt lines will be governed by the course 
of no other roads. Our New York business will 
be protected at all hazards, What the Pennsy!- 
Vania apd Baltimore & Ohio Roads will do the 
otticers of the New York Central & Hudson 
River Road do not know and do not care.’ At 
this juncture a gentleman entered and an- 
nounced that the Erie and Grand Trunk Roads, 
which are operating together, had increased 
their rates and made them the same as the Cen- 
trails. The reporter was subsequently § in- 
formed at. the general passenger olifice of 
the Erie that orders had been issued to 
sell tickets to Chicago from New York 
for $9.5. From all that could be learned 
there is no doubt that the Erie will follow the 
Central and Hudson, at least so far as the latter 
keeps untier the Pennsyivania and Baltimore & 
Ohio in rates.. The Erie adopted the rebate 
system yesterday. The scalpers were consid- 
erably puzzied at the new order of things, and 
scarcely knew what tov make of it. Their offices 
were thronged late in the afternoon and even- 
ing. Peopie secmed to think it the last chance, 
and they would bardly stop to ask the price for 
fear the rate would go up another point before 
they covid get an answer. It is quite likely that 
today wiil witness some interesting develop- 
ments. The General Freight Superintendent of 
the Erie Road said he had determinec upon no 
advances in tbe tariif save such as were 
necessarily involved in increases demanded 
by Western connections. The Lake Shore & 
Michigan Central's new rate announced 
lj‘, cents per 100 for grain, and 22‘, cents for 
provisions from Chicago to New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore. Now, such Western traftic 
as comes to Erie over these lines will be sched- 
uled at rates corresponding with their advanced 
tariff. But upon its own accoant Erie has not 
gone up a single cent.” 

Another paper says the advance in rates by 
the New York Central, while not so great as that 
of the Pennsyluania Compuny, is regarded by 
railroad men as the beginning of the end of the 
long war of rates, since the change is looked upon 
as evidence that Vanderbilt has been forced 
to come to terms. The new tariff of the Cen-

The Vanderbilt Koads Make Another 
Advance in Freight Rates. 

The Vanderbilt roads yesterday decided upon 
another advance in east-bound freight rates, 
and after this morning will charge 17‘, cents per 
100 pounds on grain to New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore, and 2244 cents on provisions to 
the same points. Thisisafurther advance of 


24e cents. 

The Grand Trunk has also caught the “ ad- 
vance fever” and raised the rates on grain 
from Chicago to New York to 15 cents; W 
cents to Boston and 25 cents to New York 
and Boston from non-competing points. 
The Pennsylvania lines and the Baltimore & 
Ohio, continue to charge W cents on grain, 
flour, and provisions to New York, 
15s cents to Philadelphia, and 17 
cents to Baltémore. The Vandalia 
Railroad announces that it will 
on grain from East St. Louis to New York 23 
cenis, and 2Y cents on provisions. The other 
roads from East St. Louis continue to charge 
for grain on the basis ot 1b cents, Chicago to 
New York, and on the basis of 20 cents on pro- 
visions. 

Under ordinary circumstances these continu- 
ous advances in the freight rates by all the lines 
would show that the war is coming to an 
end, but as matters now stand it indicates 
nothing of the kind. It simply shows that the 
railroads embrace every opportunity to discrim- 
inate against the small shippers in favor of the 
larger ones. It matters not to the big shippers 
what the rates are at present. Nearly all of 
them have secured enough contracts at the 12'4- 
cent rate to last them for sume time to 
come. When these contracts are  dis- 
posed of and the /fraiiroads are _ able 
again to compete (for new business, 
they wili give the big shippers such rebates as 
te make the net rates no higher than they are 
now, unless in the meantime umicable arrange- 
ments between the various roads should be ef- 
fected, which seems hardly probable the way 
matters now look. The small shippers who have 
not been abie to secure contracts at the low 
rates will either have tu pay the new rates or go 
out of the business.

particulars of general interest are condensed: 
CORN. 

In the production ot corn Kaosas will be one 
of the foremost States of the Union. From an 
aereauwe of a liliie over 4,000.000 the ‘yield is 
pirced at 120,000,000 DusPels, an average of thirty 
pusneis to the ucre, woich is lower than usual. 
io more tavOratiic 8eas0us the State bas avers 
awed forty busbels. Considerabie damuyve was 
done by colnen-bugs, the greutest loss, however, 
beim On accouULOl dry weather ip the eastern 
poruuons of the State. 

WINTER WHEAT. 

The acreage of winter wheat was about 2,009,- 
000, [rom which was harvested about 24,000,000 
busbeis, being an average of tweive bushels to 
the ucre. Lhe total acreage for 11 is less thau 
fur lssJ, but the yield is considerable greater. lo 
localities there was some damage by chinch- 
bugs, but it was not geuveral. Dry weatuer in 
May also proved disastrous in places. ‘The vari- 
eties of wheat most generally used and best 
adapted to Kansas are the Fuliz, Early May, 
ed May, and ‘Turkey. The Mennonites in Har- 
vey, Marion, and McPherson Counties, woo are 
among the lurgest wheat-growers in the State, 
have bad the best success with a epecies of 
bearded wheat which they cali “Crim wheat,”’ 
the name being derived from the Crimea, fn 
Southern Kussia, whence the seed was imported, 
in muny instunces they reatized twenty bushels 
tv the acre, and sowe telds went as Dignd as thir- 
ty-live. 

SPRING WHEAT. 

But four counties report an average yield of 
this crop—viz.: Brown, Doniphan, Ness, and 
Washington. Twenty-three counties report 
crops from below au average to almost a fail- 
ure. Nine counties report a total failure—viz.: 
Dickinson, Graham, Harvey, Jackson, Lyon, 
Norton, ikepublie, Rice,and Ruab. The remain- 
ing counties cither bave no acreage at all, or it 
is sO Sinali and jusignificant that no account is 
taken of it. The State acreage of spring wheat 
has been steadily decretsing for the last five 
years. The causes of fatlure this year are want 
of raintail and depredations of chinch-bugs. 
Chase County reports tbat the farmers have quit 
laising it. Aiarsbali and Repubiic Counties, be- 
Ing amoug thbuse having the largest acreage, re- 
port that the crop is not doing nearly so weil as 
nthe years past. The vaneties must commonly 
used are Odessa, Grass, and Tea. The general 
fecling among correspoudents is Uat the crop 
is neither a prolitabie nor satisfactory one to 
raise in Kausas. 

RYE 

This crop increased its acreage over that of 
last year about 2 per cent, Two counties, 
Jeweiland Lincoln, reporta fine crop, much 
above the averuge. Twenty-seven counties 
—ViIZ.: Cloud, Decatur, Dickinson, Donipian, 
Kiiswortb, Labetie, Marsaall, Moutwsumery, 
Newaba, Norton, Osborne, Ottawa, Pawuee, 
Phillips, Pratt, Rawlins, Republic, Russell, 
Saline, Sedewick, Smith, Statlurd, Sumoper, 
Trego, Wasntngton, Wilson, and Woodson—re- 
port an average crop. Twenty-five counties— 
Atchison, Barbour, Barton, Boufbon, Brown, 
Buticr, Chautauqua, Coffey, Crawford, Elk, 
Ellis, Grabam, Gove, Greenwood, Harvey, 
Jackson, Jelierson, Kingman, Linn, Lyon, Me- 
Pherson, Neosho, Pottawatomie, Reno, and 


Rooks—lad small and unprotitable returns. The - 


crop, however, is not reported an entire failure 
inany county. By the majority of our corre- 
spoudents it is voosidered a profitable crop 
when sown for pasture. Many of the couuties 
grow it mainly tor this purpose. 

BARLEY. 

But a small acreage of this cereal was sown 
this veur. Among the few counties growing it, 
Donipban and Labette report excellent yields, 
Brown, Nemaba, Washington, and Wilson hur- 
vested an average crop. It is considered by the 
inajority of our correspondents as an uncertain 
crop. 

OATS, 

The acreage of this crop was reduced 3 per 
cent from that of lssuv.. The yield, however, has 
been extraordinarily good, Eigbteen couuties— 
viz.: Atebison, Clay, Dickinson, Doniphan, Ells- 
worth, Franklin, Jackson, Jefferson, Jewell, 
Leavenworth, Lincoln, Montgomery, Morris, 
Osage, Ottawa, Kice, Saline, and Washington— 
report a larwe and satisfactory yield. Atchison 
aud Kice reporta larger crop than any bereto- 
fore raised. Thirty-two counties reporta full 
average yield; sixteen below an average, and 
but five a fuilure—viz.: Gove, Hodgeman, King- 
inan, Kush, and Trego. Among the varieties 
the most iargely sown are the common Diack 
aud Surprise. ve purtial failure in sixteen 
counties is attributed to chinch-bugs and-dry 
weather. Decatur and Clark have no acreage 
worth mentioning. ° 

FLAN. 

Franklin and Pottuwatomie Counties report 
large and profitable crops. Seventeen counties 
—viz: Alien, Anderson, Bourbon, Chautauqua, 
Cowley, Elk, Greenwood, Jackson, Jefferson, 
Labette, Leaveuworth, Liun, Osage, en, 
“bawnee, Smith, and Woodseu, report average 
yields; and thirteen counties, Atchison, Barton, 
Cherokee, Cotfey, Crawlord, Dickinson, Harvey, 
Marshall, Miami, Montgomery, Morris, Nemaha, 
and Neosho, bad but partial crops. <A totat fail- 
ure is reported in but two counties, Kinginan 
aud Keno. In the remaining counties the crop 
is not cousidered of sufficient ‘importance to 
mention. The chinch-bug has injured the crop 
in the majority of counties. Correspondents 
report early sown as being by far the best. 

Kick CORN, 

This experimental crop has not done so well as 
Was anticipated. Among the twenty-eight 
counties growing it, Gove hasa very large yield. 
Butler, Clark, Decatur, Ellis,. and Kawiins re- 
port yields above the average, while fifteen 
counties—viz.: Barton, Harvey, Hodgeman, Lin- 
coln, Lyon, Marshall, Ness, Norton, Phillips, 
Pratt, Rooks, Salipve, Smith, Sumner, and Wood- 
son, have harvested an average crop. In the 
counties of Barbour, Edwards, Graham, Pawnee, 
Kush, Russell, Sedgewick, and Trego some dis- 
courgements were met, and only a partial crop 
is the result. Amoug the causes of injury men- 
tioned ure lack of good seed, the ravages of 
chinch-bugs, and birds. The crop is valued on 
account of its ability to resist dry weather, but 
our correspoudents generally do put consider it 
a profitable crop. 

BUCKWHEAT. 

Ellsworth, Marshall, Pawnee, Rooks, Sedgwick, 

but one county, Alien, reports an average yield 
of buckwheat. ‘ien—viz.: Coffey, Crawford, Elk, 
Smith, and Woodson had a small yieid of from 
one-fourth to one-half a croup, while twenty 
counties report an entire failure. The acreage 
inthe State is small, and cvorrespondents state 
that it is raised principally fuor.bee pasture. The 
principal cause of the failure of buckwheat this 
year was an early frost. 

SORGHU M. 

The sorghum crop bas been a very encourag- 
ing one. Fifteen counties—viz.: Allen, Atchi- 
son, Barbour, Clark, Decatur, Edwards, Elk, 
Gove, Harper, Hodgeman, Kingman, Leaven- 
worth, Ness, Keno,and Sedgwick report a large 
yield. ‘Thirty countics—viz.: Anderson, Barton, 
Butler, Dickinson, Doniphan, Eliis, Franklin, 
Harvey, Jefferson, Lincoln, Marshall, Morris, 
Nemahba, Osage, Usborne, Uttawa, Pawnee, Phil- 
lips, Pottawatomie, Pratt, Rawlins, Rice, Rush, 
Russell, Saline, Smith, Stafford, Sumner, Trego, 
and Wilson report an average yield, and speak 
of the crop assure and profitabie. The cor- 
respondents from Barbour County claim that 
surghum is a good feed for stock, and that it is 
used largely for that pu in their county. 
Miami County reports a failure. Early amber 
and red-top are the two varieties most BR 
sively used. Twenty counties report! n 
un average crop, but the acreage in these coun - 
ties is smail, and not much attention is paid to 
the cultivanon. The crop is spoken of by ou 
correspondents as one weil adapted to our soil 
and climate, and a good crop is reasonably sure 
every year.

BROOM-CORN, 

Correspondents report very favorably of this 
crop. “ State acreage is double that of 1880, 
and as the crup is quite « sure and profitable 
one, futher increased acreage is looked,for. The 
counties reporting as baving better than av- 
erage crop, ten in number, are, Anderson, At- 
chisov, Clark, Gove, Harper, Pawuee, Potta- 
watomie, Pratt, Reno, and Sedg@iick,. Twenty- 
four counties—viz: Allen, Barton, Doniphan, 
Edwards, Elk, Harvey, Hodgeman, Jewell, K ing- 
map, Lyon, Marsball, McPherson, Mitebell, 
Montgomery, Ness, Ottawa, Phillips, Rawlins, 
Rice, Rooks, Rush, Saline, Smith, and Stafford 
yielded a good average; while fourteen coun- 
ties, Bourbon, Chautauqua, Coffey, Cowley, 
Crawford, Ellis, Elleworth, Labette, Neosho, Os- 
borne, Trezo, and Woodson, report a crop below 
the average. In Chautauqua, Cowley, Craw- 
ford, Labette, and Woodson the crop suilered 
severely from the depredations fof chincb- bugs.

This crop is rap- 
idly becoming an important one ion Kansas, and 
farmers who buve paid much attention to it

MILLET AND HUNGARIAN. 


More cheering reports are received of this 
crop than of anv otber. Five counties—viz.: 
Chautauqua, Elk, Franklin, Greenwood, and 
Montgomery reporta tiner crop than ever was 
raised befure; especiaily that which was sown 
eurly gave a yield that was all that could be de- 
sired. Four counties—viz.: Allen, Harper, 
(sage, and Sedgwick had crops above an aver- 
uge, while the fuilowing thirty counties report 
an average crop: Anderson, Atchison, Bar- 
bour, Bourbon, brown, Butler, Clark, Edwards, 
Jackson, Jeffersou, Kingman, Labette, Leaven- 
worth, Lincoln, Linn, Lyou, McPbersun, Morris, 
Nemahua, Neosbo, Ness, Osborne, Ottawa, Raw- 
lins, Reno, Nice, Shawnee, Stagord, Sumner, and 
Wilson. Nine counties reporta total failure— 
viz.: Cherokee, Clay, Davis, Dickinson, Ellis, 
Eilsworth, Hodgeman, Norton, and Republic. 
Dry weutber andé chinch-bugs are the cuases of 
failure in the counties named. The rewaining 
counties growing these grasses bad from a third 
toa half crop. Correspondents combine in say- 
ing the crop is a valuable and prvutitabie one. 

TOBACCO, 

But seven counties in the State report on this 
crop, the ucreage in the otber counties being so 
insignificunt tbat no account is taken of it. 
Allen and Elk raised a. good crop—above the 
average. Harvey and Jackson bave an average 
yield. Chautauqua and Greenwood do not come 
up tothe average, and Kepubiic reports a fail- 
ure. Thecropis considered a paying one when 
cultivated by those who have had experience 

CLOVER. 

Twenty-nine counties report on clover. Two 
of them—Leavenworth aud Miami—report an 
excellent crop; fourteen—viz.: Anderson, Atchi- 
sou, Bourbon, Brown, Chautauqua, Coffey, Doni- 
phan, Jackson, Jefferson, Nemaha, Republic, 
Saline, Wabaunsee, and Wyandotte report an 
uverage yield. Among the counties reporting 
there was no absolute failure, but the dry 
weather prevented an average crop in the State. 

TIMOTITY. 

This crop has not fulfilled its promise of the 
early summer. Two counties—Franklin and 
Miami—hbad fine crops, and sixteen counties— 
viz.: Atchison, Bourbon, Brown, Coffey, Doni- 
yhan, Jackson, Jetferson, Labette, Leavenworth, 
yon, Linn, Morris, Neosho, Ottawa, Republic, 
and Wyundotte bad anaveraye yield. The tew 
remaining counties reported a\ having an acre- 
age did not have more than a half crop. 

BLU E-GRASS, 

But one county, Leavenworth, reports above 
an average. ‘Twelve counties—viz.: Anderson, 
Atchison, Butler, Coffey, Davis, Donipban, 
Miami, Montgomery, Nemaha, Ottawa, Republic, 
and Wyandotte report an average. Other coun- 
ties report it as much injured by the hot sun 
of the summer drying it out. In the majority of 
counties it made Dut indifferent pasture during 
the summer, but recent rains have revived it 
very much. 

POTATOES. 

Late potatoes will not make athird of a crop 
this year. The late fall rains bave benetited 
them much, and if frest bolds off long enough a 
smailcrop may be barvested. Early potutoes 
were a good crop, but a small area was planted. 
As exceptions to the above, late potatoes are 
showing well where properly mulched, but as 
this treatment was pot general it will not affect 
the crop.

THE STORY OF A WRECK. 


The Loss of the Schooner Thomas J, 
Lancaster—Tales of the Survivors— 
The Captain’s Wife, After 
the Bodies of Mer Musband and 
Three Children, Beturns Home.

Mrs. George L. Hunter, wife of Capt. Huprdr, 
of the ill-fated schooner Thomas J. Lancaster,

JACKSONVILLE, Lil., Oct. 26.—The ninth annual 
convention of the National Association of Sbort- 
Horn Breeders metin Odeon Hall in this city 
this morning at 11 o'clock, and was called to or- 
der by the President, the Hon. 'l. J. Megibben, 
of Kentucky. The attendanuce.was not large, 
but was composed of many of the best known 
men in the trade. After appointing committees 
on resolutions and order of business, the con- 
vention adjourned until 2 o'clock p. m. 

At the afternoon sessivh the Committee on 
Order of Business—composed as foilows: J. H. 
Pickrel of lLUlinois, L. P. Muir of Ken- 
tucky, William Brown of Llinois. R. F. 
Ayres of Missouri, and the Secretary. 8. F. Lock- 
eridge, of Indiana—submitted their report, after 
which President Megibben read a sbort address 
congratulating the Association upon the fact 
that, notwithstanding sbort crops and universal 
drouthb, prices for faucy and correctly-bred cat- 
tie, bad 

INCREASED DURING THE PAST YEAR. 
Hed eprecated the practice of Offering animals 
of taulty pedigrees at sales where pure-biood 
individuals are offered, and suggested that a 
remedy be adopted and enforced, at the same 
time admitting that the task would be a dit- 
ficult ope, requiring a vast amount of self- 
sacrifice on the part otf cattle men. 
The subject of legisiation in regard to the intro- 
duction of contagious diseases into the country 
from foreign couutries, and from one section of 
this country into another, was discussed, and he 
deplored the fact that Congress had as yet failed 
to give the subject the attention which its im- 
portance demanded. The association were ac- 
vised to keep up the agitation and renew their 
applications for logiSlation on the subject. .The 
address referred to the coming report of the 
Herd-Book Committee, and regretted the fact 
that there were too many berd-books, which 
were calculated to create confusion to

and adding to the cost of recording. The paper 
concluded by a reference to a fact that breeders 
of various other breeds of cattle are outstrip- 
ping the friends of the short- Horns iv their zeal 
to fatten and exhibit their productions in the 
National fat-show yards, and advised a more 
von certed and universal endeavor ip their own 
interest. 

Tne Secretary, S. F. Lockridge, of Greencas- 
tle, Ind., and the Treasurer, Claude Mattbews, 
of Clinton, Ind., submitted their annua! 
reports, after which the Committee on 
Herd-Book submitted their report on 
the subject ot the consolidation of the 
present book of record. They suggest 
the necessity of a National Sbort-Horn herd- 
book, to be published and controlied by the as- 
evciation. The committee recommended a plan 
of organization, and suggested that fair propo- 
sitions be made to the publishers of the present 
berd-books iooking to their purchase. 

THE DISCUSSION OF TITE RESOLUTIONS 
was taken partin by Lewis F. Alien, editor of 
“The American Herd- Book ” ; Col. L. P. Muir, of 
“The Kentucky Short-Horn Record”; W. C. 
Vanmeter, of Kentucky; the Hon. Emery Cobb;

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STORIES ABOUT GHOSTS. 


Strange Superstitions of the Peasants 
of Eastern Europe—The Supernatural 
w arnings Given to the Airlie Family— 
Singular Phenomena in a Chamber of 
Denth—A Son Sees His Father’s Ghost 
in a Theatre, " 

a he discussion ou the “Truth About 
Gite 18” still continues in the columns of the 
Loudon Telegraph. In its issue of Oct. 10 
Mrs. Ann Day writes in regard to the 

Drummer Boy” of Airlie, questioning the 
Statement that the warning of impending 
danger to the Airlie family consists only of 
the sound ofadrum. She says: 

as Early in the year 1545 I went to Cortachy Cas- 
tle in attendance upon Miss Margaret Dalrym- 
ple, who was paying a two days’ visit to the Ear! 
and Countess of Airlie. We awived iate ia the 
evening, and Miss Dalrymple bad only just time 
to dress fer dinner. As sbe rested for a few win- 
utes on the sofa, however (this she told me some 
line after we had left the castle), she heard dis- 
tinctly, as if immediately beneath the floor, the 

sound of fifes, and afterward tas beating of a 

drum. While ai dinner she remarked to Lord 

Airlie, who sat pear ber: * What is that strange 

music you bave about the house? Yu assured- 
ly bi ve an excelient piper.” Lord Airlie, with- 
out replying, dropped bis knife and fork and re- 
tired from the dining-room. Later in the even- 


-ing the piace scemed to be ali in confusion. and 


1 tearned that Lord Airlie, after leaving the tu- 
ble, Went to the library and dived in svlitude. 
family were at 
breakfast, | was quite alone in Miss Dairymple's 
room, and as | stood before the fire I beard, as I 
thought, 4 curriage drive up, and siop dead, di- 
Immediately there fol- 
Jowed the sound of another carriage driving up, 
and stopping exactly in the same manner. And 
then, a8 if following the vehicles, came the 
tramp, tramp, tramp of marching soldiers. Then 
1 beard some shrili notes of the fife so distinctly 
that I looked round instinctively, expecting tw 
sec a piperin the room. In avother moment | 
Was Still more startied by the beating of a drum. 
About this there was sometbing iudescribably 
disagreeable; it seemed as if the drummer were 
making his way through the floor. Being a per- 
fect stranger to the piace, | thought there might 
be a couch road and an entrance door to the 
castle neur the room in which | stood. apd that 
sume distiuxuished guests were arriving or de- 
parting. On looking out of the winduw, how- 
ever, | found there was no dvor or coach road 
near, and not a human being was to be seen. I! 
concluded, therefure, that the sounds must have 
been echoed from a distunce. The next morn- 
ing, before our departure, Lady Airlie came to 
the dour of Miss Dalrymwple’s room to give ber a 
£5 note for an orpbay scboo!l in which she was 
interested. Neither of us ever saw the Countess 
again. She was confined of twins at Brighton 
some months alterward and died. It was not 
until Miss Dairymple, a few days after we left 
the castie, asked me if I bad beard “ the strauge 
music there,” that I disclosed my experience, 
and then for theiirst time I learned from ber 
the tradition about the Airlie drummer-boy. 
She toid me that she herself had been totally in 
ignorance of it until her allusion at the dinner- 
table to the music she bad beard elicited from 
another guest av explanation. 

Another writer in the same paper says: 

* ] can only say for myself that | am not alto- 
gether ignorant of physical science; and yet I 
myseif have witnessed phenomena for which I! 
could not account. After tne death of a female 
relative, Whose husband at the time was lying 
paralyzed, the room in which she died gave 
birth toall kinds of noises; the furniture was 
moved violently about, etc., while the room it- 
seif was locked and the keyin my possession. 
‘This lasted until the death of ber busband, when 
the bouse resumed its pormal condition. These 
sounds were not beard by ouhe puirof ears, or 
by the inmates of the house only. And here I 
am reminded of anotber fallacy in the reason- 
ing of ghost scoffers. They say that a man, by 
prolonged coucentration of thought on one par- 
ticular ol ject, may project a picture of that ob- 
ject on to theretina. But from this view bow is 
the following explained? A friend of mine came 
home one evening and told me that be saw bis 


- father walk down the. corridor leading from tke 


boxes of a certain theatre. He was much sur- 
prised, as be imagined his father to be some 
milesin the country at thetime. The next day 
be received intelligence of the death of his fa- 
ther at the hour when he saw him in the theatre. 
ae father was in perfect bealth whe he saw him 
ast.” 

A long letter appeared in the Telegraph of 
Oct. ll in regard to the superstition of the 
peasantry of Eastern Europe. The writer 
says: 

“ |] have never been fortunate enough to set 
eyes Upon a satisfactory ghost except at the la- 
mented Polytechnic. It is true that a being, 
presented to me .as a ‘spiritual incaroation'— 
whatever that way be—ot a deceased Heigian 
damsel, once threw a necklace of coral beads at 
my head ina two-pair back within bowshot of 
the British Museum: but [have since had reason 
to believe that the apparition in question was a 
more or less reapectabie married woman, the 
mother of three, and fonder of chocolate drops 
than is altowether consistent with the babits of a 
genuine ghost. 1 have, bowever, lived a good 
deal iu countries Where belief in the supernat- 
ural is the rulec' rather than the exception, and 
where spectral appearances, being the outcome 
of deeply-rooted and widespread popular super- 
stition instead of individual indigestion or imag- 
inativeness, are far cOmmoner than in these 
mattier-of-tact isics. Throughout Eastern Eu- 
rope these appearances are, ds it were, pub- 
lic property; no man is so pour, ignorant, 
or insignificant that be need despair of becoming 
acquainted with them at some period of his 
@xistence.. Here, fur the most part, they are 
monopolized by the well-to-do classes; the Brit- 
ish proletary, with infrequent exceptions, bas 
neither act nor part in them. In Koumania, 
Bulguria, Serviu, Transylvania, and the Hun- 
gariun Banat, the steadfastly recurrent oid 
family ghost, familiar alike to England, Scot- 
land, Ireland. and. Wales, is all but unknown. 
The perturbed ancestral spirit variety of ap- 
parituon, so ineradicaliy domiciled in Many a 
venerable British country house, rarely infests 
the chateus of Maygar magnates or Dacian 
Boyards. Spectral apparitions on the frontier of 
Furopean civilization do not limit their objec- 
tionable tunctions to the mere haunting of 
private dweliings, but distribute themselves, in 
a variety of impersonations and with borgibic 
impartiality, over the surface of the country at 
larwe. As a rule, they shun towns and aris- 
tocracics. Theirtastes are rural and demo- 
cratic. They court the society of the peasant, 
and are persistentiy neglectful of his employer. 

** Of all the outlying Provinces above referred 
to. Roumania is the.ovue most aflected by spec- 
tres of bucolical proclivities. it would puzzie 
the most painstak mg traveler through that ‘dear 
and lovely land,’ as it is described by the Dacian 
Laureate, to discover a sipgie wood, river-bank, 
valley, or mountain top that is not—at least in 
the opinion of the local populiution—baunted by 
spirits of one sorter avother. The Koumans of 
today, like their Latin forefathers—from whom, 
inall probability, they bave unconsciously de- 
rived the buik of their supernatural beliefs— 
are tirmly wedded to the conviction that trees, 
and flowers, rocks and streams, lakes and 
mursbes are endowed with spiritual as well as 
corporal existence. For them earth, air, fire, 
and water are inbabited by mysterious beings, 
pot the ghosts of anybody in particular, but, as 
it were, the souls of the elements, capable of 
rendering themselves apparent to the human 
eye, and by no means indisposed to hold 
commune with ordinary mortals, for good 
or evil to these latter, as the case may be. 
Sometimes these spirits make themselves mani- 
fest in the form of a‘*zmeu,’ or giant; some- 
times in that of a‘ drac,’ who may be a dragon 
or a fiend, for the noun is indiscriminately util- 
ized to describe either of these dread visitants. 
Another supernatural inetitudon of Roumania 
is Baba Cloantsa—the seeming of an old, tootn- 
less, ever-spinning hag, reprehensibly prone tw 
become euamored of avy uncommonly hand- 
some youth who happens to be at once the pride 
of his village and affianced to its ieading beauty. 
Bata Cloantsa is credited with being a distant 
family connection of Satan bimself, the chief of 
ull the * draculi, who gives ber power, at inter- 
vals. to abstract the temporary objects of her 
atfectious from the scene of bis mundane tri- 
umphs, apd to convey him to one of ber resi- 
dential caves in the Carpathians. She can, how- 
ever, change berself at will into maiden of 
surpassing loveliness: so her victims ure, per- 
baps, not so much to be pitied after all. 

* Besides the above ana other standing spec- 
tres of renown, in whose existence nine-tenths 
of King Carol's subjects believed a good deal 
wore implicitly than in the gone saints of 
the Greek Orthodox Cbhureb, Roumapia owns in- 
numerable apparitions of minor moment, some 
of them belonging to the fairy, pixie, guaome,and 
wood-devil categories; others of a strictiy local 
character—sueb, for instance, as a pale-bive, 
flickering light, visible at a certain spot on the

TOLEDO, Oct. 25, 1881.—To the Lighthouse Board, 
Treasury Department, Washington, D. C.: The 
Toledo Produce Exchange beg leave to call the 
attention of the Lighthouse Department of the 
Government to the fact,in all probability well 
understood by that department, that a great 
change has been taking place in the size and 
capacity of the steamers and sailing vessels en- 
guged in transportation on the lakes, and also to 
the fact, perhaps not so fully known to them, 
that the capacity of stcdmers and sail vesseis 
em pioyed in the commerce of Toledo has aiso 
been very greatly increased. That a line of 
steamers is now running between Toledo and 
Buffalo of a registered tonnage of over 1,220 
tons, carrying 1,500 tons and drawing fourteen 
feet to fourteen fect three inches of water. 
That sail vessels of corresponding and iarger 
size are regularly engaged in this commere 
some .of them with a carriage capacity of 
100,000 bushels, or 3,000tons. That these steamers 
and sail vessels find it impossibie to navigate 
the crooked channel of the Maumee Bay at 
night, in consequence of inadequate ligbting ot 
the samne, and resulting in eigbt to ten hours’ 
detention both at the lake entrance at Turtle 
lsiand Iightbouse and after completing cargoes 
at Toledo fer outward trips. For the foregoing 
reasons this exchange begs leave to state that a 
remedy tor this delay to inward and outward 
bound vessels is imperatively demanced, and 
they believe thata suitabie light at what is 
known as the Elbow Stake, with two range lights 
near by. will afford the needed relief, and they 
ask that an appropriation of $25,000 be made for 
that purpose.

The will bears dute of Sept. 29, 1°81, and 
is signed with ‘her mark,” which is witnessed 
by James E. Farrell and Dr. W. Townsend. It 
bequeaths all of ber property, consisting of a 
house and lot in Hyde Park, housebold furni- 
ture, and other rsonal effects, valued at 
$%,.0u0, in trust to Nicholas Huot. Mr. Hunt is 
named as executor, and is directed to give $500 
to Owen Sheridan, a Hyde Park policeman; 
$500 to John Cragin, and to retain $500 himself 
in addition to a sufficient sum to cover the ex- 
pense of attending to the estate. ‘lhe rest of 
the property is willed to the “ Catholic Bishop of 
Chicago tor the erection of a parochial school in 
the Parish of St. Thomas in the Villiage of Hyde 
Park.” 

The will which leaves the husband out in the 
cold would bea rather surprising document but 
for the part he is alleged to bave taken in caus- 
ing the wife’s death.

FIRES FROM THE WIRES. 
THE LOCAL UNDERWRITERS AGITATED OVER 
THE ELECTRIC-LIGHT HAZARD. 

The fire in the central telephone office a week 
ago, resuitiug from an electric-light wire fall- 
ing onthe line of the Ow! Club, drew the atten- 
tion of the underwriters of this city to the iact 
that electric-lighbt wires were a source of dan- 
ger to buildings, needing only favorable cir- 
cumstances to start a conflagration and thus 
imperil the insurance. But while there was 
considerable talk on the subject, no action was 
tuken looking to the better protection of risks. 
Recent fires ip New York from the same cause, 
however, and the action of the board there, 
have revived the matter, and a mecting of the 
Board of Underwriters will 800n be heid to con- 
sider the question of regulauons regarding the 
use of these wires in Chicago. 

“Substantially tne rules of the New York 
board,”’ said Mr. Georve ©. Clark to a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday, “will be adopted bere, in 
view of tne dunger from the use of the electric 
light, and the necessity of caution in placing the 
wires in the various bDuiidings, and, if owners 
fail to comply with the regulations,

will probably be charged. The matter bas not 
been looked into bere at all, as New York is 
headquarters, and the underwriters there make 
a study of such things—employ experts to ex- 
amine into them—and Chicago gets the benefit 
of what they learn. The rules they bave agreed 
upoo will be published in pamphiet form and 
distributed, aad, when copies reach this city, the 
board will huve «a meeting and do something.” 

* Nothing has been done yet,”’ said Mr. Charles 
Drew, * but ection will undoubtediy be taken by 
the board. The central oflice fire shows what 
will result from imperfect insulation if the 
electric wires come in contact witb apy con- 
ductor. The question is an important one, and 
the underwriters will have to take build of it and 
investigate to determine just what can be done 
with satety. The subject is a new one here, and 
no one can speak intelligentiy about it now. We 
will bave to study it, and see wherein the danger 
is, and what is the necessary remedy.” 

The reporter aiso taiked with a member of 
the Telephone Exchange, who didn't think there 
was any necessity for regulations. Owners 
would see to it that the wires were 80 put into 
their buildings as to prevent fires. ‘Telephone 
wires were dangerous. Unless the proper pre- 
cautions were taken during a thunder- storm the 
lightning was liable to come in on the wires (it 
bad done so in several instances in this city) and 
stir things up and start a fire.

THE CHURCH AND SOCIETY: 

THEIR RELATION TO ONE ANOTHER TODAY. 

Mr. John Fretwell, a member of the Council of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association 
and of the Supreme Consistory of Unitarianism, 
Hupyary, who bas perbaps a better knowledge 
of the denomination the world over than any 
other man, lectured in Unity Church last even- 
ing on “ The Position of the Church in Relation 
to Modern Society.” 

He began by saying that, when a traveler went 
to Europe he saw very large churches on which 
the wealth of the people and ali the art of cen- 
turies seem to have been expended, and at once 
began to think what a religious people they 
were as compared with New England. But 
when he studied the, matter further be found 
that the churches were surrounded by bovels 
little better thau pig-sfies, that the people were 
impoverisbed, their money having gone to keep 
up priestcratt and kingcraft—been put into 
buildiugs which served po purpose except 
prisons for human thought and ' 

* SEPULCHRES FOR BURIED CREEDS.”’ 

The causgot Christianity had been injured by 
inspiri e people with a coutempt for relig- 
jon. in New England,on the other hand, real 
religion was far more developed, the people 
lived in.a worthy burvan tasbion, and were not 
robbed by the priesthood, but what they did for 
religion was of their own free will, and played a 
far greater part in their lives than in the lives 
of the people of Europe, whose resources bad 
been wasted by the priests, and, in great meas- 
ure, devoted to irrelizious uses. The priests, in 
order to gain powcr, bad always degraded their 
religion to the service of tyranny—had 
actually uuchristianized and ganized it, and 
vulgarized it in every way. Things the most 
sacred were brought to the level of the most 
bestial. The idea of heli was kept up because it 
was a strong Weapoli to work on the remorse of 
men living bad lives, who, when in fear of death, 
thought it wus only through the priests they 
could purchase their salvation from purgatory 
and from hell, and who gave up to thuse same 
priests their ill-gotteu gains—the money with 
which these tempies of religion bad been built.

A FAIR FIELD AND NO FAVOR. 

Everywhere else in the world the Kings and 
priests were in power—first one and then the 
other. Pilgrim Fathers, who came over 
from England, really came with the earnest and 
sincere intention of found a theocratical 
government, based upon the Bibie as they un- 
derstood it. They fairly tried to apply the Bibje, 
with all its errors as it stood, to the government 
of their society in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts for some 200 years, and it Was from the 
results of this long practical test that the theology 
of Channing rose. The lecturer believed Unita- 
rianism would have conquered America, if it 
bad not been for Channing’s direct opposition 
to the selfish interests of the time—to slavery. 
The Church today did not stand on the same 
ground as Channing, whose very virtues made 
him inconsistent. “fie was neither a theologian 
nor a philosopher, but the greutest ethical 
writer of his time in New Engiand. After him 
came Parker, who shocked the whole 
theological world of New Engiand  sim- 
piy because be was more philosophical 
and more theological than Channing. His at- 
tacks on slavery made him many enemies, and 
the greatest service he did was to shake man- 
kind out of their 

THEOLOGICAL THOUGHTLESNESS. 

Men bad come more and more to their position 
—had learned to question many things in the 
Bible, and found a safer basis, as Martineau 
said, for their faith. The speaker asked how 
Unitarians could justify themselves before the 
people of the West. What eood had the Church 
done, and bow was it that she had made so little 
progress, as compared with the other churches? 

He spoke of Unity Church in conclusion, 
and tried to show what a power it might become 
in the life of Chicago and the whole West by 
active and earnest work.

Jackson street js the ouly one on 
which driving can be safely indulged in, the 
others being paved with an irregularity very 
distressing to the occupants of buggies or car- 
riages. but eveu on Jacksou street the mud is 
a couple of inches deep, and a five minutes’ 
drive will bespatter @ man so that bis uearest 
friend or largest creditor would fail to recoguize

Van Buren street is far worse. Altbough 
there is a double street-cur track on thts im- 
portant thoroughfare, it has never been paved. 
Tbe rails are laid on the prairie, and with every 
rain the mud rises. During the bad weather oft 
last week the tracks for iorg distances were 
under water, and the victims who hung on to 
the hind piatforms, as men have to do on that 
line if they want to ride at certain hours of the 
day, were treated to a bath as well as a ride. 
Harrison street is being paved west of Throop 
with broken stone, and it promises to become a 
popular thoroughfare. 

The cross streets are in far worse shape than 
those mentioned. Paulina street, Hermitage 
avenue, and Marshfield avenuc, south of Jack-

and a breadth ang depth of mud and dirty water 
which would disgrace a mining camp, or a new 
town in the oil regions. Honore street is payed 
from Madison to Adams, and thence to the 
County Hospital is in very bad cendition. Lin- 
coln strect is impassabie south of Jackson; Wood 
is being paved with cedar biocks, and Robey is 
badly mixed, some blocks being paved and 
others in the state in which they were laid out. 

There are many of these streets along which, 
im case of fire, no engine could be driven, and 
the department wouid be powerless. Suca be- 
ing the condition of the streets, that of the 
alicys may be imagined but cannot be described. 
The sidewalks, too, are most irregular, where 
they exist at ail, and no aitention seems to be 
given to keeping them in order. The residents 
of that section, which is only two miles froin the 
buainess centre, would consider as a blessed 
boon the advent of a equad of men with shovels 
and brooms, even if they did nothiug more than 
to keep the coruer crossings clear.

ON "CHANGE. 
THE OLD STORAGE RULE RESTORED. 

The Board of Trade voted yesterday to repeal 
the amendment to the rule which provided that 
storage rates shall be computed at the rate of 
one-half a milla day. The vote stood 461 for 
and 3% against repeai. This action restored the 
old way, which gives the boys an upportunity to 
stick each other with one-balf cent storage 
every ten days. They say that on account of 
this decision the boys in Lyon’s olflice com- 
menced sorting warehouse receipts yesterday.

Under the leadership ot the Vanderbilt stocks, 
the market advanced with liberal purchases Dy 
the shorts. The immediate cause of tne upward 
movement was the belief that the Trunk- Line 
war was as woodas settled. The short interest 
in the Vanderbiits is enormous, according to 
common report, and that in other stocks sympa- 
thized to some extent with its movements. New 
York advices stated that the buying was mainiy 
done by the shorts, and that the stock 
was being supplied by insiders. At the 
close Vanderbilt brokers, so-called, were 
seliers of Lake Shore, Michigan Central, and 
New York Central, but it, would be foolish to 
attribute any importance to this circumstance. 
After an interval of dullness which tollowed the 
strong and active opening, the upward move- 
ment was resumed by the Vanderbilts, and 
affected neariy the whole list. At the close, the 
market hud an appearance of great firmness 
and good tone. 

There was said to be heavy selling of South- 
western stocks and the coaicrs. On the other 
hand, the coal business is described as never 
before so vast and remunerative as now. 

Money wa3 more active. The Vanderbilt party, 
according to the bears, will lock up money. The 
natural accumulation of funds by the banks and 
other corporations for the payment of Novem- 
ber dividends will assist to make money more 
active. New York bankers say that large 
amounts of money will bave to be used in No- 
vember to move the wool, cotton, and tobacco 
crops. m 

Puliman advanded to U2. The present price 
includes a 2 per cent dividend. 

The more formidable the opposition of the 
Mutual Union threatens to be the more bull 
points are put into circulation about Western 
Union. It is now confidently asserted by the 
Gould party that Western Union will soon cut 
loose trom the remainder of the market and 
have agreat and rapid rise. 

The Metropolitan stockholders are very angry 
over the snap closing of the transfer books by 
Sage yesterday, and say that it was done for the 
purpose of forcing them to jacknowledge the 
new scheme which they repudiayp and will con- 
test.

A large order of this 
kind came from aninterior New Englana bank 
for $400,000, the same bank also exchanging

Several Erie schemes to counteract Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s purchase of the Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati, are mentioned by the Philadeipbia 
Record, The Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western will 
give the Erie a haul of fifty miles from Dunkirk 
to Corry, placing it upon the Atlantic & Great 
Western Koad. Among the possivie things men- 
tioned is the use of the Buffaio, Pittsburg & 
Western line from Dunkirk to Chicago Junc- 
tion, and, by an extension, from the latter point 
to Akron, O., where the Chicago & Atlantic 
Road has an eastern terminus. The former 
road has surveyed ‘its extension to Chicagu 
Junetion, a distance of 136 miles, and an exten- 
sion to Akron could be speedily made, making a 
shorter route than by Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati & Indianapolis. 

The earnings of thes Denver & Rio Grande 
Railway for the second week in October are re- 
ported at $142,447 for 935 miles of road, as against 
£101,973 for 551 milesfof road in 80. That is, 
there has been an increase of mileage of 74 per 
cent and an increase of earnings of 39 per cent. 

The Pall Mall Gaztlic says: 

In their {circular for Octobér, Messrs. Cross, 
Benson & Co. contirm' the view so fre- 
quently expressed here, that the tuctua- 
tions and “corners” of the New York 
money market which seem to be produces 
at will by stock gambiers are but accidents in 
the steady current of the stream of construc- 
tion which has been going on for years, guther- 
ing volumes in its progress until its absorption 
of floating capital has become simpiv enormous. 
New railways, resuscitation of old railways, 
new buildings, manufuactories, breaking up of 
new land—ail these things require for the mak- 
ing floating capitai—doilars. The Westera 
banks tind it very difficult to get the notes they 
require, which are preferred to coin; and 
Messrs. Cross & Co. hear of one bank 
in the Northwest sending to Chicago for 
$100,000, and thinking itself lucky in getting 4 
per cent of itin paper money, the rest betng in 
gold. More and more wages go into the pockets 
of an ever-increasing army of workers, dis- 
tributed over an ever-widening area, and this 
currency is very slow to come back to the tinan- 
cial centres, where constantiy increasing obliga- 
tions have to be paid as they mature. This too 
rapid conversion of floating into fixed capital 
must always be a dangerous process, although 
with the present tipancial strength of the Amer- 
ican Treasury they do not think the danvwer is 
yet imminent, That is, we think, a mistaken 
view of the position, which is the American 
Treasury not merely against the speculators in 
the Union, but against those of Europe, and we 
are not at ail sure that the ‘Treasury or any 
power the Americans can command will lony 
prevail. 

The Boston Advertiser regards the virtual 
completion of the New England Road to the 
Hudson River, where it Joios the Erie Koad and 
the direct lines to the Pennsylvania coal re- 
gions, as an event of considerable importance to 
the commercial interests of Boston, and highly 
creditabie to the management of the corpora- 
tion. The road, destined to assume importance 
of the first order in New England, is not yet 
complete; but it approaches completion with 
great rapidity. Beside baving great loca! im- 
portance the road forms avery important con- 
necting link between New England tide water 
and the very heartof the great Middle States, 
lt opens important competition, and with ter- 
minal facilities of extraordinary capacities the 
road seems destined to become one of the trunk 
lines ot the country.

The receipts of the railroad and the coal and 
iron companies for the month of September 
were $3,356,411.57. Expenses, including interest,

People expect that the 
new method of making deliveries will obviate 
much of the annoyance beretofore experienced 
in dealing with the storage probiem. 

Some of our exchanges are stating that 
speculative trading. in produce in Chicago 
is very dull, anc all as a conseque- 
nee of the recent increase in commissions.

The markets were unduly excitéd, and 
gave way after the unusual strain, as a etring 
will snap if stretched too much. The present 
duilness is only a natural reaction from that 
excitement, and probably would bave reigned 
alithe same, or nearly to the same extent, if 
there had been no change in the commissian 
It is simply the calm that succeeds 
the storm, asithas been with lesser storms iu 
many past years. 

The daily report of the Seoretary of the Lum- 
berman’s Exchange fur Oct. 25 (Tuesday) show 
the receipts of lumber at this port for the season 
to that date to bave been 1,564,771,000 ft, which 
is slightly in excess of the entire receipts tor 
the year 1580, which were 1,564,538, 118 ft. 

Advices from the cranberry marshes in Wis- 
consin indicate that the yield of this berry is 
inuch above the average. ' While there are some 
particular localities devoted to its cultivation 
where the crop has toa large extent failed, the 
general tenor of the reports goe » show that 
the aggregate will be a large one. he crops at 
the East, principally in New Jersey and on Cape 
Cod, have turned out poorly, and the yield bas 
been so reduced that the surplus for shipment 
West will be considerably smaller than last year.

this time. A larger proportion of cultivated 
cranberries have arrived tbis year than any sea- 
son heretofore. Opinions differ considerably as to 
the commercial value of the highly-cultivated 
fruit. Inone case where the informant is a 
lurwe dealer in the huwe, egg-shaped articic, Tur 
iRIBUNE representative was assured that culti- 
vation was tho making of the cranberry; that 
not only was ita thing of beauty tothe eye, but 
that it bad proven to be a joy ail winter 
to the fortunate holder who eared for it 
properly. To this statement the owner 
of wild mursbes entered an emphatic 
denial, averring that, like the strawberry, the 
cranberry under high cultivation is a delusion 
ind & suure; that its only recommendation is 
its beautiful outside appearance, and that this 
variety bot only lacked in keeping quality but 
18 COaTse-grajned and lacking in flavor. 

As in the character of the cultivated fruit, so 
ulso in the extent of the year’s yield do the sup- 
posed autborities differ. One firm largely inter- 
ested in the marshes of the Lerlin, Wis., dis- 
trict gave it as their understanding of the out- 
look that the yield in the whole State of Wis- 
consin would not be over 20.000 bris. Against 
ibis statement anotber firm placed the estimate 
of the Western yield at between 30.000 and 90,000 
bris, and, as confirming this view, stated that 
their books would show that they had already 
bandied 42,000 boris of this year’s crop, 
and were expecting to have the oversight 
of two-thirds as many more. The latter firm, 
notwithstanding the aileged short crop at the 
East, have, aa they say, contracted for and re- 
ecived the most of 20,000 bris from that region. 

In the tuce of all these facts and the weight of 
testimony in favor ot a largely inereased yield 
the price of this Inevitable accompaniment to 
roast turkey is selling today, as before stated, at 
18.00 to $11.00 per bri, or $2.00 to $3.00 more than 
was paid for the same last fall at th:a time. With 
these premises, the only reason that cap be 
given for the high price is the fact that a general 
inpression has pot abroad that everything ecat- 
uble has this season taken to itseif stilts, and 
will require the plethoric purse to bring it with- 
in the reach of the consumer. 

The proprietors of the Siduecy grain elevator, 
in Shelby County, Obio, bave been investigating 
complaints about Hessian fly in that county, and 
uiso in Miami, Logan, Mercer, Augiais, and Put- 
nam Counties. They say: 

The wheat never promised better in this sec- 
tion than # did three or four wecks ago, but the 
lieids that were so promising then present alto- 
gether a diflerent cutiook now. The Héssian 
iy were never known to be 30 numerous as the 
present season. One farmer informs us that he 
pulled up fifty stalks of wheat promiscuously 
tbrough his fields and found only one stalk but 
what contained fly in it. We have examined 
stalks containing from ten to thirty larva. A 
worm, resembling a wireworm, is doing more 
serious injury to the plant than the tly, as it 
kills it at the root, The wheat on the clay lands 
seems to have fared the worst; the higher points 
are almost entirely bare, and nearly all wheat on 
such lands presents an uneven and dead appear- 
ance. Mang farmers have sown the second and 
third time, but with poor success in getting a

A Suit for Infringement of Trade-Mark 
on a So-Called ‘* Patent” 
— Medicine. 
Tatisdiction of the Oook County Oourt— 
Miscellaneous Items from the 
Courts. 


THE TAXLOR CASE. 

Avother whole day was occupied yesterday in 
the Circuit Court, before Judge Anthony, in 
bearing further evidence and argumeuts in the 
case of Mary E. Tayior against Dr. W. W. Tay- 
lor—petition to have a decree of divorce set 
‘aside. There wasa large and apparently deeply- 
jnterested crowd of on-iddkers in the court- 
foom.. Mrs. Taylor, the plaintiff, was accom- 
panied by her little 3year-old boy; and her 
husband, the defendant, wax accompanied, as 
u by his mother and second wile. 

Dr. Taylor, the defendant, was first called to 
the stand for a continuance of the cross-exaini- 
nution, which was interrupted the previaus 
afternoon by the adjournment of court. Wit- 
ness testified that he weut to see Mr. buoweu, the 
attorney, when be (witness) and Mrs. ‘Taylor first 
fecided to gweta divorce. Toid Mr. Bowen that 
Mra. Taylor was not going tu fight the divorce 

acl and Mr. Bowen said that Mrs. 

Vaylor would have to be represented by some 
attorney. Accordingly Mr. Bowen made outa 
* power of attorney” for Mrs. Taylor to sign. 
After the bill nad been filed Mr. Bowen also, 
meade outa summons on Mrs. Taylor. Witness 
idok both papers to. Mrs. Taylor, and saw her 
read and sign them. Witness did not know 
whether these proceedimgs were a littie irreg- 
vier Or not. ; 

Mr. Bowen, who is one of Dr. Taylor's attor- 
ney’s in the present suit, was pul upon the 
stand. Witness was visited by defendant several 
months previous, aud asked to prepare a bill for 
diverce, and also what the price would be for 
yreparing it. Witness answered that the bill 
would depend on the amouat of litization, and 
detendant stated that there would be very little 
litigation, because Mrs. ‘Taylor was anxious (hat 
a divorce should be obtained. Wituess made out 
and tiled the bill, and wrote oul 8 summons oo 
Mrs. Taylor, which summons de gave Dr. Taylor 
to serve. Dr. Taylor brougnt the summons 

. with the name of Mary E. Taylor 
signed to it. Witness aiso made out a “ power 
of uttorney” for Mrs. Taylor to sign. Dr. Tay- 
jor also took this paper away and brought it 
back signed. After the second marriage Mrs. 
Tayior, the plaintiff, called on witness and asked 
what Was guing to be done with the child. She 
suid, too, that Dr. Taylor had deceived her; Uhat 


had got $2,000 from his father for getting 
the divorcee. Sbe tikewise toid witness Ctnat Dr. 
Taylor bad given her to understand that he 
(fayior) bad told witness all about the $2,000 
ment. Witness answered that he knew 
nothing about any $2,400 arrangement. 

On the cross-examination wituess said he 
knew it was considered disreputable sor counsel 
jn any case to testily in that case, and admitted 
that Col. Taylor. defendant's father, paid the 
fees in the divorce suit. Witness did not pre- 
pare the answer to defténdant’s ili for divorce; 
could not reli why be nad put Chester Kinney’s 
pame in the * power of attorney.” Witness 
thonght the plaintiff's object in bringing rne 
present suit was to get money. from defcadant. 

The second wife of Dr. Taylor was now calied 
to the stand. 

The piaintiff’s attorney suggested that, if the 

-Jady waa the wife of the defendant, ber testi- 
mony would not be iegai; if she was uot bis wife 
—and the plaintiff's side held Unat she was nol— 
her testimony would be legal. 

fhe Court said the point would be settled 
later: the witness might be examined. 

The wituess only answered two or three ques- 
tions, but ber answers were all very emphatic. 
She asid ber name was Florence Taylor, that ber 
ave was Zl, and. that she was married to Dr. 
Wiiliam W. Taylor. Ste was not allowed to tell 
whether or not she hal iavestigated the divorce 
yoatter before marry, Dr. Taylor. She was 
not cross-examined. 

The defense closed its side pf the case here. 

Mrs. Tayior, the plaintiff, fas one of the wit- 
nesees called in rebuttal. Se said that sne cid 
sign a paper for Dr. Taylor in August, 1590, W it- 
ness did not read the paper, but supposed at the 
time that she was signing » paper relinquishing 

a claim on £2.000 of life-imsurance money which 
Ber busvand’s tather had prowised them, Wit- 
nés8 never asked Dr. Taylor to remarry her, end 
pever admitte@.to avy one that she knew of tne 
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plied to other trades, the meaning is clear. If 
the words pens, ink, and paper could be regis 
tered as trade-marks on pens, ink, and paver, 
and all the pen, ink. and paper trade of the worid 
monopolized in consequence. the voice of the 
press would soon be heard. Why, then, sbould 
the name ot a medical preparation be registered 
as a trade-mark in itseif, and the enterprise of 
other manufacturers and dealers in the articie 
injured thereby? 
ut this system is almost universally adopted 
by the * proprietary ’’- medicine business, for the 
only patent usually possessed is that obtained 
by registering the name of the thing as a trade- 
mark upon itsclf, and keeping the formula se- 
cret. This syetem is also adopted, to a large ex- 
tent, by tho manufacturers of tbe borde of rem- 
edies advertised by the medical press. in this 
case, too, the names of the things themscives 
are registered as trade-marks, and the remedies, 
therefore, are * proprietary or“ patent” medi- 
cines: and, although the medicinal ingredieats 
urport to be given, this is but a ruse, for full 
C oaeadnn thereof, whereby the pubiic may 
manufacture the article, is not published, and 
neither the information nor the articie itself 
ever becomes public property. 

The fact that the medical press of this country 
and Europe are advertismg “* patent medicines 
is not a littie amusing under the circumstances. 
Not long since the medical journals wefe abus- 
ing the religious and secular press most roundly 
ror the same thing, and now the tabies are nice- 
ly turned, for, though the compound referred 
to as bandied by the American house is [ree 
from such objection, investization at the Patent 
Utfice, in connection with the case, opens up the 
fact that a large number of remedies advertised 
in the medica] journals are “ patented’’ iu the 
saine manner adopted in case of the so-culled 
“proprietary ’’ mediviacs. 

OE 
JURISDICTION OF THE COOK COUN- 
TY COURT. 

To the Editor of The Chuuge Tribune. 

CnricaGco, Oct. 2%.—The recent Legislature 
pasted an sct to “extend the jurisdiction of 
County Courts in counties in which Probate 
Courts are or may be established.’ The uct pro- 
vides: “That in all counties where Probate 
Courts are or may be berealter established, in 
addition to the jurisdicuioen now conferred upon 
them by law, County Courts shall huve coneur- 
rent jurisdiction with the Circuit Courts in all 
cases at law and inequity, except criminal cases 
where the punishment inay be deatb or conflue- 
ment in the penitentiary.’ The second section 
of the act provides that the process, practice, 
and pleadings, and the force of judgments, de- 
crees, process, and execution shali be the same 
as the Circuit Court; and Sec, 3 provides that 
fees shall be the same asin Circuit Courts for 
like services.<-Laws 1581, page 7v. 

Under this act the County Court of Cook 
County grants divorces, forecloses mortgages, 
and, in tact, exervises a concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Circuit Court. This extended jurisdic- 
tion applies only to the County Court of Cook 
County, and may, in the near tuture, apply to 
three other counties in the State, as there are 
only that number of counties baving the 100,0u0 
population which the Legislature bas estab/isned 
as necessary for the tormation of a Probate 
Court. Iu all the counties of the State, ercept 
Cook County, the County Court bas a limited 
common-law jurisdiction to the extent of $1,000, 
and no equity jurisdiction whatever. 

There seems to be little doubt but that act ex- 

tending the jurisdiction io this county now, and 
bereafter in a few counties, is utterly void, 
being in conflict with several sections of the 
Corstitution of 1870. 
_ Art. 6 of the Constitution creates several 
courts of daferent class or grade—viz.: the Su- 
prewme Court, Circuit Courts, County Courts, and 
Justices of the Peace and police ;magistrates; 
and then provides that the Legislature may 
make city courts, Appeitate Courts, and Pro- 
bare Courts. Sec. 18 of this articie after provid- 
jing for the election of a County Judye and Clerk, 
declares that “County Courts shall be courts of 
record, and shall bave original jurisdiction ia 
all matters of probate, settiement of estates oO 
deceased persons, appointment of guardi#s 
apd conservators, and secitiement of their 4c 
counts, in allematters relating to apprerlces, 
and in proceedings for the collectiog Of taxes 
and assessments, and such ether jursdiction as 
may ve provided for by general law.’ . 

Sec. sy of the same article pro/ides that: 
* All judicial officers shall be commissioned by 
the Govervor, all laws relating to @urts shail be 
general and ot upiform operatiosg; and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, power. Pproccedings, 
and practice of all courts of 4 Same class or 
grade, so far as regulated iwiaw anc the force 
and effect of the process, #dzment, end decree 
of such courts, severally gli be uniform.” 

Sec. 22, of Art. of tle Constitution, which 
probibits the Legisiatur from pussing special 
or local laws in nameros Cases, Includes that ot 
“regulating the pract#e 1u courts of justice. 

The act in questiog 8 not a general law, appii- 
cabie to all Cofaty Courts. It destroys uni- 
formity of juré#dition in courts of the saiwe 
class or grade 4u¢ is as purely local and special 
to a tew coutties as though those counties had 


boen names : 
Probate pares are established in counties 
naving a friaic poprlation—viz.: 100.000, and 
then in sfh counties the Legisiature destroys 
the unifodity of jurisdiction in County Courts. 
This dewe bas been tried before, and our Su- 
preme rt use the following lanruage re- 
gurdi# %: “* Designating counties as a class, 
accoreag to a minimum population. which 
makes it absolutely certain but one county in 
the #6 cau availof the benetlits of a law ap- 
pliggf@ tO such ciass, cannot but be regarded as

_ IRISH LAND SYSTEM. 


A Lame Defeuse of What Gladstone's 
Bill Wipes Away-—Folly of Dettnding 
Hack Rents and Extortion Alter the 
British Parliament Mas Abolished

CHICAGO, Oct. 24,—When a correspondent is 
allowed the use of your columus to criticise 
your leading articles be must naturally be pre- 
pared for criticism in return; but as you bave 
done me the bonor to intersperse iy letter with 
a kind of “go-us-you-please”’ leader—a run- 
ning fire of sarcastic comment—may I crave a 
little additionai space to make such reply as |

Although you bave bit out weil from the 
shoulder—a little wild, perhaps, but still with 
unmistakable iatentions—you fave = touched 
none of the points upon which | wanted infor- 
mation. ° 

You remind me of a trial that took place in 
the Four Cour#, Dublin, in which an Irishman 
was accused ut stceaiing ai donkey, and, asa mat- 
ter ot fact, d@stealit. His counsel Knew this, 
and seeing ow bopeless it was to dispute the 
facts, addyessed the jury in a clever speech, 
freely ad)rned with impassioned allusions to 
liberty, {reland’s myhts and wrongs, Oliver 
Cromwell, and the “fase, brula, and bloody 
Sace*, and called on them if they loved Irciand 
te release his client. The jury would have done 
dt toa man, but unfortunately the prisoner, pot 
beinz up to the dodge. aud ignoring that bis 
counsel's speech had anything to do with biu, 
was dismayed at seeing bim sit down, and called 
out, “ Counsellor darimg, you're said nothing 
about the ass.’" The effect was magical: common 
seuse regained its influence, and paddy got six 
mouths, 

In my turn I say you have “said nothing about 
the ass’; you bave taken me to Italy, Hungary, 
Germany, Austria, Kusnia, Poland, Kussia, 
France, Switzeriand, Beigium Holland, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Holland, ete., and althourh | 
claim to know more about these countries (or 
inost of them) from personal observation than 
you do (uniess you've been there), I say that 
the justness or unjustoess of the tenure of lap1 
iu lreland is to be decided Gn its merits, and not 
on customs which may or may not prevail in 
other piaces existing under totuily different 
condiuons. 

[The land tenure of Ireland is the question in 
discussion. Thr TRIBUNE bas shown that it is 
worse in lreland than in any country in Europe, 
with the possible exception of Turkey. It is 
more oppressive thun the land system of any 
civilized nation in the worid. This fact is so no- 
torious that it is not worth while to waste words 
im proving it again.--Ep.} 

For inatanoe, what is a “ fair rent,”’ if it be not 
the price one man is willing to tuke and another 
to pay? is it to be the value of landin America, 
or apy of the countries you name’ How much 
of the proceedy of the soil ia the tenant to get, 
and bow much the owner?’ In every other ip- 
stance absolug¥ freedom of trade and barter is 
lauded and déTfended, even to buying corn or 
pork of aman you bave previcusly cornered, but 
the Irish tenant-farmer must be defended 
against himself. He paystoomuch! Who are 
the farmers who pay too much? The whole of 
them? Any large proportion of them? Nota 
bit of it! 

(1) As to whatis a * fair rent,’’ the Irish Land 
Court has becn created to answer that very 
question, and is now engaged upon it. I[t is not 
a fair reut to charge a tenant on his own im- 
provements. (2) lt.is nota fair rent to base it 
on the yield of good crops at good prices, and 
then in bad years and low prices exact such 
rents on painef eviction. Fair rents are not 
rack-rents. Rents which leave the cultivator of 
the land impoverished all bis life are not * fair.’’ 
The Irish tenants are the most poverty-stricken 
aud sjualidof any in Kurope without excepuon. 
The tenant when he furnishes all the labor and 
the working capital should receive at least two- 
thirds of the proceeds of the soil. (3) There is 
no “ freedom of trade’’in renting land in tIre- 
land. The landiords have a monopoly, cr what 
may be calleda “corner” in laud, and charge 
what they please. Gladstone’s Land bill is bot- 
tomed on the notorious and admitted fact tnat 
freedom of contract between landiord and ten- 
antin ireland does not exist. It was for this 
sole reason that the bill passed Parliament ai- 
nivst unanimously establishing a court to pro- 
tect the tenant from being devoured, and fixing 
u “fair rent’ fora term of fifteen years. It is 
impertinent for this British correspondert to 
assail the wisdom or necessity of the Lrish Land 
bill. The Parliament of his nation may be sup- 
posed to have acted on adequate knowledge of 
the subject.—Ep.}

Not 
inven! When you can produce a 53-year-old 
heiter fit for the butcher that will sell like 
theirs; when your butter will teich the price of 
Cork butter; wheu you can grow the tlax and 
produce @ piece of linen equal to Irish, it will 
oe quite time enough to sympathize with at 
cast three-fourths [one-fourth?] of Ireiand. 
Chere never was so wuch money in the savings 
bunks in Ireland as at this moment [?)—a pretty 
sure test of the gencral weifare.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 26.—The American 
Woman Suffrage Association had a cordial wel- 
come in Louisville today. A large audience filled 
the body of the Grand Opera- House, and gave a 
respectful and sympathetic hearing. Reports 
were made from State and local societies in 
Kentucky, Massachusetts, Colorado, California, 
Arkansas, Ohio, Virginia, Maryland, Louisiana, 
Maine, New Hampshire, and New York. Ad- 
dresses were given by Mrs. Gov. Wallace and 
Helen M. Gouger of Indiana, Mrs. Rebecca N, 
Hazzard and Mrs. J. P. Fuller of Missouri, Mrs. 
Mary B. Ciay of Kentucky, Lucy Stone and Mary 
I. Gastmoan of Massachbu-etts, Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe of Rbhude Isiand, the Rev. An- 
toinette B. Liackweli of New Jersey, and 
the Kev. Anna Oliver ot New # York. 
Kesolutions were adopted to organize a State 
society, and to petition the Legisisture for a re- 
form in the laws relating to the rivhts of wives 
and widows, aiso for Presideutial and municipal 
suffrage. The woman-sutfrage constitutional 
alnendiments now pending in Indiana, Nebraska, 
and Oregon, and school suffrage already estab- 
lished In tweive States were weicomed as an en- 
couraging indication of prorress. The Hon. 
rasmus McCorreil, of Nebraska, was elected 
resident tor the ensuing year. A meeting of 
the citizens of Louisville is announced to forma 
city Woman Suffrage Society tomorrow. The 
couventvion adjourned this evening after voting 
thauks to the press of Louisville for unusuaily 
full and accurate reports of the proceedings.

Slave Labor Wanted tor the Sandwich 
Isiands. 
P* San Franetacu Bulletin. 

The little Hawaiian Kingdom seems to have a 
great deal of trouble in getting the right sort of 
industrial immigrants for the islands. ihe Chi- 
nese expertuuent was not satisfactory. The 
Mongolian was willing to come. He did come in 
great numbers. He saw, and, in a great meas- 
ure, cOnquered. They married Hawaiian women, 
eetup for themescives, aud would bave taken 
possession of the islands in ad shbort time if that 
kind ot immigration had not Deen discouraged. 
Toe Chinese were brighter than the native pop- 
ulation. They bud more industry, more thrift, 
aod had a tougher fibre. That kind of immigra- 
tion Which had been encouraged is now discour- 
aged. An industrious, sharp-witted, and trad- 
iux people would bave crewded those indolent 
tropical natives tothe wall. They will go there 
atail eveuts. But the yovernment does not 
wish to busten their disappearance. 

The experiment of bringing ia Portucuese is 
DOL quile Salisiactory. All importations of im- 
iiigrants under contract to labor ua given nuin- 
(‘uvuns did the sume thing. In boto instances 
ber of years is a molifed kind of stuvcry. 
The Pervoians im ported covlies from China. The 
the system had the essentiai features of slavery. 
The imupigranis were under task-masters. They 
were bound to labor fora given number of years 
at very low wages. and found it very bard to re- 
cover their freedom. The Portuguese who are 
taken to Hawaii are im no better condiuon. 
They are brougni there because nut knowing at 
home the price of Iabor—its real value—they 
agree to labor a number of years for about half 
the real vaiue of their services. The parties who 
bring them to that country have little interest 
in their welfare. The plantation interest which 
has been rapidiy developed under the Reciproc- 
ity Treaty gives cinployvment to a class of men 
who have few aspirations. The more patient the 
animai man is the more desirabic be is as a hand 
on the plantations. The Portuguese immigrants 
are patient and bred to industry. They bave 
enouga sense te perceive that they 
have made a mistake ii avreving to- work a 
number of years for wages whicn hardly aver- 
axe more thunu SS a month. Labor is worth 
Inuech more than that on the islands. A peopie 
who consent to work for such a pittance will 
not be likely to get much above the condition 
ot serfs or peons toraiong time. Perbaps at 
fne end of one or two generations the native 
strength of the race might assert itself, but not 
util there ie a change. 


What the Hawniian Kingdom needs is inteili- 
gent laborers. But it caonot get them with 


it is in the midst of the rich and fertile farming - 


practically 

moditied slavery. The effort to get recruits 
from other tropical isiands of the Pacific hus 
only been partially successful. The tropical 
man can getalong without hard work. Culti- 
vating sugar-cane upon plantations is 
work. When the tropical man can get bis food 
and clothing without bard work, he is not going 
to cousent to any sort of modified slavery on 
sugar plantations. His view of industry is, 
probably. quite the best for himself. A little 
ae him, and that he gets without grinding 
oil. 

What the Hawaiian authorities appear to be 
looking forisa patient and stolid people who 
willdo a great deal of work and ask few ques- 
tions. In short, the development of plantadon 
interest bas stimulated we eoterprise of bring- 
ing ina class of laborers wbo will be tractabie, 
patient, and content with very small wages. 
This ciass of laborers, in the long run, will be of 
the least value to the islands. The very fact 
that some of the recent importation seem dis- 
posed to rebel is a hopeful sign, since it shows 
that they bave spirit, and such a degree of in- 
dependence that they will not consent to be 
mere serfs. The Hawaiian Isiands need some- 
thing like 100,000 immigrants; but of the sort 
who will not work for extremely low wages, and 
willset up for themselves at the first opportu- 
nity. Even the negro of the South, so recently 
a slave, is setting up for himself.

Outrageous Condition of the Toll Boads

tion of the Place, 

The reguiar weekly meeting of the County 
Board Was held yesterday afternoon, President 
Purington in the chair, and all of the members 
present except Mossrs. Coburn, Ender, O' Neill, 
and Wood. 

A ROAD WHICH NEEDS FIXING. 4 

A communication was presented from the au- 
thorities of Norwood Park submitting a series 
of resolutions calling upon the County Board to 
repair the Kand road, which was purchased from 
A. J. Snell about a year ago by the county, and 
made a free road, and whidh runs through 
the Village of Norwood Park. The resolutions 
set forth that on account of the low value placed 
upon the taxable property of the village, and 
the statutory limitations upon the power of vil- 
lages to impose taxes, the most that could be 
raised for municipal purposes was $1,500, which 
was entirely inadequate to admitof the village 
repairing the road. The document was referred 
to the Committe on Roads and Bridges. 

A petition was read from the citizeus of Le- 
mont asking for an additional polling-place in 
that town, which was referred te the Committee 
on Public Service. 

THE PROPER WAY TO DO IT. 


A communication was read from and Warden 
of the County Hospital asking that iu the future 
all warrants for the payment of the employés of 
that institution be made out in favor of the em- 
pores instead of in favor of himself. Re- 

erred. 

The Judiciary Committee reported in favor of 
paying sundry bills; in favor of authorizing the 
perfecting of acontract for plans tor the new 
loor- House; and adversely on the proposidou 
Lo allow the Law Students’ Association to occu- 
py Judge Loomis’ court-room to meet in once a 
WOCeCA. 

The report was concurred in except as to tne 
last recommendation, whereupon the petition of 
the Law Students’ Association was allowed on 
motion of Mr. Knopt. 

COURT-HOUSE BILLS. 

The Committee on Public Buildings reported 
in fuvor of allowing bills to the amount of 
$6,971, and lettmy the fire-proof work on the ro- 
tuuda of the new Court-House to Jonoson & Co. 
for $5.)43, and the contract for building area 
—. to the Chicago & Lemont Stone Company 

or $1.30. 

The report was adopted, but subsequently, on 
motion of Mr. Stewart, the vote by which it had 
been adopted was recousidered, and the recom- 
mendation in reference to the Chicago & Le- 
mont Stone Company was stricken out. As 
amended, the report was then concurred in. 

WRETCHED TOLL-ROADA, 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges submit- 
ted a report detailing tagir experiences in trav- 
eling over the Lincoln avenue and Niles Ceutre 
toll-road, which they found in a horribie con- 
dition. The report conciuded with tne following 
recammendatons: 

“That the Lincoln Avenue and Niles Centre 
Toll- Road Company be ordered to open the gates 
on the entire length of said road, and that no 
toll be coliccted thereon until such time as the 
road 18 improved by actual repair—that is tosay, 
until such material is put upon said round as is 
ordinarily used in building gvod roads, such 
as stone or cinders covered with good 
gravel, or at icast a covering of twelve incbes 
of coarse gravel placed in the centre o1 the 
road eight teet iu width, and that the same be 
proceeded with from the city limits, and that 
the ‘Loll- load Inspectors be requested to inspect 
such parts of tbe road as are or sball be im- 
proved by the company from time to time, and 
cause a certificate to be filed in the County 
Clerk's ottice allowing the taking of toll on such 
parts as may from time to time be improved as 
above indicated, and that at the time of filing 
such certificate this board fix the rate of toll Lo be 
cuarged iv accordance with the improvements 
made. We would aiso recommend that the said 
company be requested to submit a proposition 
to this board setting forth the conditions 
on which said toll-road may become a 
free road. Aud we further recommend that 
the Chairman of this buard be directed to cause 
a notice to be prepared and forwarded to Henry 
Harms, the vperatur of said road, informing 
him of this action without delay.” 

The report was adopted without dissent. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts re- 
ported in favor of puying bilis amounting to 
$1.70), amoug which was the disputed claim for 
painting the Criminal Court building. The re- 
port was adopted. 

CONDITION OF TIE JAILL. 

The special committee appointed to investi- 
wate charges in reference to the condition of 
the County Jail submitted a lengthy report, 
which concluded as foliows: 

“Your committee would report that upon 
their examiuation they fuund neurly all the ceils 
and apartments of the jail in good condition, 
and, frum the evidence of the occupants gen- 
erally, as tree from filth or vermin as is reason- 
abie to expect them to be. While some of them 
appear iess cleanly thau others, such condition 
is inuiuly owing to the babits and conduct of the 
persons who occupy them. 

‘In reward to the waut of a sufficient supply 
of watertu keep the watcr-closets in good copn- 
dition, this want was owing to repairs which 
were being made upon some of the boilers 
and machinery, in consequescce of which the 
necessary suppiy was intertered with. This is 
now remedica, and there is no further cause of 
complaint from that source. On the whole, your 
committee are of the opinion that the County 
Jail is now kept in a commendable manner, and 
that its general appearance will compare favor- 
ably with any similar place of continement else- 
where; andas to the — of the food fur- 
nished to prisoners, we found no just cause of 
complaint. 

“ Aithough not a matter submitted to our con- 
sideration by the board, we desire to direct 
your attention to the question of employment 
for the prisoners during their life in the jail. 
There are geverally 20u prisouers contined there 
from two to six months each, all of chem in 
complete idienvss, while nine-tenths of them at 
least would, no doubt, voluntarily engage in 
sume kind of labor if permitted to do su We 
would recommend that ~~ be taken by the 
board with a view to the adoption of some plan 
by which work-rooms may be provided whereby 
these prisoners may perform,some kind of 
manual labor during their continement. 

* We also invite your attention to the condi- 
tion of boys confined in the jail. We suggest 
that such prisoners be kept sepurate from the 
adults,and that some arrangement might be 
made by the State’s-Attorney and Judges of the 
Criminal Court by which these juveniie of- 
fenders may be speedily brought totrial and 
discharged or sent to the reform school without 
any lengtby continemeut in the jail, where there 
are no reformatory influences, and where «a 
spirit of lawlesness finds so many opportunities 
of cultivation and growth. ‘The attention of the 
proper court sbould be directed to this matter, 
to the end that the cases of these young prison- 
ers may be disposed of as soon as their contine- 
ment is accomplished. We would, therefore, 
noneeonamaaats the adoption of the following reso- 

unon: | 

* Hesolved, That the Criminal Court of Cook 
County and the sState’s-Attorney be, and they 
are hereby, requested to adopt such measures 
im regard to the _ indictment and trial 
of juvenile offenders under the awe of 16 
years, contined in the County Jail, as will in- 
sure their sentence or discharge as soon a4 
practicable, and that the jailer ve requested to 
report to the said court the pame and age of 
any person under the aye of 16 years, and 
the offense with which be is charged, imme- 
diately upon his commitment to the County 
Jail 7” 

The report was concurred in, Mr. Albright 
faione dissenting, after which the board ad- 
journed until Monday at 2 o'clock.

I was at the White House ope moru- 
ing, and he reterred to bis anxiety not take a 
steo in haste which he might repent at leisure. 
The humor of his own Cautious slowness 
brought back that twinkle in his eye, the smile 
on the rosy lip. “I don’t know when I shail 
get around to that.” he said. “ You Know, 
there’s no telling when the Mississippi River will 
reach a given point.”” The siuggzish movement 
of the great Father of Waters wus hit off to the 
life by this impromptu epigram. The day I 
called at the White House to say good-by—I did 
not think it would be forever—I was shown into 
the famiiy drawing-room up-stairs—an apart- 
ment to which the public is not allowed to pene- 
trate.

But dur this moment bus- 
band and wife continually glance affection- 
ateiy—their old gilance—their giance of 
Mentor, of the Senate hall, at each 
other. Eyes constantly look love to 
eyes that speak again.

Adjourned Meeting Last Evening—- 
Water Revenues—Resolutions of In- 
quiry. 

An adjonrned meeting of the Council was held 
last nigbt, Mayor Harrison in the chair, and all 
the members present except Ald. Smyth, 
Schroeder, Stauber, and Young. 

Ald. Barrett moved that the petition of James 
H. King for remuneration from the city on ac- 
count of injuries received during the riots of 
"77 be taken from the file and recommitted to 
the Committee on Claims, on whose recom mead- 
ution it was filed. Facts have been learned since 
the filing of the claim that there were better 
grounds for it than at first supposed. Carried. 

Ald. Barrett noved a suspension of rules to 
permit the Council to vote an order authorizing 
the Board of Public Works to contract with 
Otof Veeder for the paving of Wesson street. 
The motion prevailed and the order was passed. 

A number of unimportant orders for street 
improvements were passed. 

STREET PAVING. 

Ald. Wickersham moved the passage of an 
order instructing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to inspect the streets and alleys in the 
First Ward, and report as to what ones should 
be paved in the year IS&2. 

Ald. Cullerton moved an amendment provid- 
ing that the words “City of Chicago’”’ be stated 
in the order in lieu of “ First Ward.’ Carried. 

THE WATER REVENUES. 

Ald. Cullerton moved the passage of the fo 
lowing: 

Resvived, That the Department of Public 
Works be and is hereby directed to report to 
this Council at its earliest convenience the 
amount of reyenue received for the past yeur 
for water used in private residences through 
meters; the amount received from factories, 
breweries, distilleries, etc., through meters; also 
the amount received for water used in operating 
water-elevators. 

The resolution passed. 

Ald. Purcell presented a petition for a rail- 
road track across Thirty-ninth street for the use 
of the Wabash & St. Louis Railroad. Referred 
to the Committee on Railroads. 

Ald. Dean presented a remonstrance against 
the extension of Union street, from Twenty- 
second street to the South Branch of the Chicago 
River. Neferred to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys. 

Ald. Barrett moved the passage of an order 
directing the laying of a sewer on Van Buren 
street, from California to Sacramento avenue. 
The Alderinan stated that the sewer was much 
needed, as many of the children in the Indus- 
trial School in the vicinity were suffering from 
diphtheria. The order passed. 

A batch of orders providing for the construc- 
tion of sidewalks in different localities and for 
various street improvements, were adopted.

Ald. ie offered the following:

LAUNDRIES AND THE WATER TAX. 


Ald. Burley offered the following in regard to 
the Water Department: 

WHEREAS, The Superintendent of Waterina 
late report to the Mayor states that there are 367 
laundries in Chicago, of which eighteen are con- 
trolled by meters, leaving it to be inferred that 
between 519 and 2 are not assessed and pay no 
water tax; and,, 

WHEREAS, It is desirable that the Council 
should bave a full and complete knowledge of 
how the Water Department is conducted; there- 
tore, it is 

Ordered, That the Superintendent of Water 
report to this Council at its regular meeting, 
Nov. 7, prox., a complete list of the said 367 
laundries, giving the name of proprietor, loca- 
tion, with street and number, the number and 
kind of tubs used, and the amount of water-tax 
assessed against each tub or building in which 
such laundry is. 

Oruered, That the said Superintendent report 
at the same time the number of water inspect- 
ors in the service, their names, and the districts 
which one examines. 

Ordered, That said Superintendent report at 
the same time how many of said iaundries have 
= grt since the last semi-annual assess- 
nent. 

Referred to Committee on Fire and Water. 

NORTH SIDE RAILBOAD., 

The following ordinance was passed, as recom- 
mended by the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
of the North Division: 

Be it ordained, etc.: Sec. 1. That in considera- 
tion of the acceptance of this ordinance and a 
compliance with its provisions by the North 
Chicago City Railway Company, permission and 
authority is hereby given to said company to 
construct, Inaintain, aud operate a singie track 
railway on Sedgwick street, from Division street 
to Chicago avenue; and on Market street, trom 
Chicago avenue to Division street, and to con- 
nect the same with the tracks of said company 
now used by it on Division street and Chicago 
avenue for the term of twenty years after the 
passage of this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. The permission and autbority hereby 
granted are subject to the conditions, and tne 
restrictions, and tbe rights and privileges men- 
tioned in an ordinance passed by the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago on the 23d day of 
May, 1859, entitled, An ordinance authoring the 
coustrucuon and operation of horse railways in 
the North Division of the City of Chicago: and 
the further condition that said company shall 
pave and keep in repair eight feet in width. em- 
bracing the track of said streets.in accordance 
with whatever regulations mav be mace by the 
City of Chicago by ordinances or otherwise. 

Sec. 3. The said tracks shail be completed be- 
fore the Ist day of November, 1882. 

Spc. 4. This ordinance shall be accepted by 
suid company within thirty days; and in case of 
failure to accept it, sball b@ null and void.
